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A  Payment  on  Account  HOME  OFFICE  TAKES  ACTION 

BACK  PAY  FOR  CONTRACTORS 

CHEMIST  contractors  are  to  have  a  payment  on  account  to  cover  75 
per  cent,  of  the  back  pay  arising  from  the  new  remuneration  terms  con- 
ditionally accepted  on  November  1  (C.  &  D.,  November  10,  p.  503)  and 
now  ratified. 


The  Minister  of  Health,  in  a  letter 
dated  November  27,  agreed  that 
any  new  settlement  that  may  follow  the 
joint  inquiry  into  the  effect  of  the  new 
prescription  levy  charge  should  take 
account  of  any  under-payment  or  over- 
payment caused  by  that  levy  during  the 
period  between  the  coming  into  opera- 
tion of  the  charge  and  the  date  of  the 
settlement.  The  same  principle  will 
not  apply  to  any  settlement  arising  out 
of  increased  costs  since  January  1,  1956. 
The  chemist  contractors'  representatives 
have  accepted  those  terms  and  with 
them  the  offer  of  additional  remunera- 
tion provisionally  accepted  at  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committees'  conference  in 
November  (C.  &  D.,  November  10, 
p.  503). 

The  payment  on  account  is  being 
made  to  chemist  contractors  with  the 
payment  for  November  1956  prescrip- 
tions, as  follows :  — 

(a)  lid.  per  prescription  on  75  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  prescrip- 
tions certified  by  the  Pricing  Office  for 
January  to  December  1955  (inclusive). 

(b)  2|d.  per  prescription  on  75  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  prescrip- 
tions for  January  to  November  1956 
(inclusive). 

The  above  payments  will  exclude 
payments  for  prescriptions  for  trusses 
and  hosiery  during  those  periods,  which 
are  the  subject  of  a  separate  claim. 

Pricing  on  the  revised  basis  is  com- 
mencing with  the  December  1956  pre- 
scriptions. Until  further  notice  the  addi- 
tional 21d.  per  prescription  is  being 
added  to  the  appropriate  fee  for  each 
prescription  (other  than  those  for 
trusses  and  hosiery).  The  Minister  is 
considering,  in  consultation  with 
chemist  contractors,  the  preparation  of 
a  revised  scale  of  dispensing  fees  to 
produce  an  average  fee  (based  on  the 
incidence  of  prescriptions  at  the  time 
when  the  revision  takes  place)  equiva- 
lent to  the  average  fee  for  1955  for 
prescriptions,  other  than  trusses  and 
hosiery,  plus  2^d. 

A  final  back  payment  is  being  made 
with  the  payment  for  January  1957  pre- 
scriptions in  March  1957. 

Shop  Rates  Cut 

BILL  PROPOSES  ONE-FIFTH  REDUCTION 

A  REDUCTION  of  one-fifth  in  the 
rateable  value  of  shops,  offices  arid  other 


commercial  undertakings  is  proposed  in 
a  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Commons  on  December  20.  Giving  that 
news  on  December  19,  Mr.  Duncan 
Sandys  (Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government)  stated  that  the  review  of 
local  government  finance  undertaken  by 
the  Government  was  "  far  advanced  " 
and  he  would  be  making  a  full  state- 
ment after  the  Christmas  recess.  Mr. 
Sandys,  in  outlining  the  objects  of  the 
Bill,  which  will  come  into  effect  on 
April  1,  1957,  said  that,  in  December 
1954,  he  had  given  an  assurance  that,  so 
soon  as  the  effects  of  revaluation 
could  be  fully  measured,  the  Govern- 
ment would  review  the  position  and 
consider  whether  any  changes  would  be- 
come necessary.  "  Sufficient  information 
is  now  available  to  show  beyond  doubt 
that  the  recent  revaluation  has  placed 
an  unduly  heavy  share  of  the  burden 
upon  the  occupiers  of  shops  and  other 
commercial  property,'"  he  added.  In 
those  circumstances  the  Government 
did  not  feel  that  it  would  be  equitable 
to  leave  the  position  as  it  was.  It  was 
proposed  to  deal  with  that  by  a  reduc- 
tion of  20  per  cent,  in  rateable  value. 


MAJOR  Lloyd  George  (Home  Sec- 
retary) has  drawn  the  attention  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
to  the  sale  of  amyl  nitrite  in  circum- 
stances which  suggest  that  it  is  not 
required  for  legitimate  medical  pur- 
poses. The  Home  Office  action  is  re- 
vealed in  a  letter  from  the  Home  Secre- 
tary to  Dr.  Barnett  Stross,  M.P. 
"  From  inquiries  I  have  made,"  states 
the  letter.  "  it  would  appear  that  some 
chemists  in  the  West  End  of  London 
have  been  selling  amyl  nitrite  in  circum- 
stances which  suggest  that  it  is  not  re- 
quired for  legitimate  medical  purposes. 
I  do  not  consider  it  appropriate  to  seek 
action  through  the  Poisons  Board  be- 
cause that  Board  has  always  frowned 
on  "  prescriptions  only  "  control  of  sub- 
stances which  are  not  highly  poisonous, 
simply  because  they  are  liable  to  be 
used  for  undesirable  purposes."  Dr. 
Stross  has  said  that  he  welcomes  the 
Home  Secretary's  evidence  that  the  drug 
is  being  misused.  He  is  not,  however, 
happy  at  the  action  being  taken.  It  was 
not  enough  to  put  the  responsibility  on 
to  the  chemist. 

Shilling  Levy 

AMENDED  METHODS  OF  HANDLING 

THE  Ministry  of  Health  has  made  a 
few  slight  amendments  to  the  method 
of  dealing  with  the  new  prescription 
charges  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  1,  p.

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595).  The  Ministry  has  amended  the 
instructional  pamphlet  ECN  214  to  the 
effect  that  although  the  total  number 
of  prescriptions  counted  as  additional 
prescriptions  (i.e.,  orders  for  which  only 
one  shilling  charge  is  due  but  which 
count  as  more  than  one  prescription 
for  remuneration)  must  be  separately 
declared  on  Form  EC34A  (under  the 
entry  for  bulk  prescriptions)  or  Form 
EC34AA,  they  must  be  included  in  the 
totals  on  those  forms.  The  1957  supply 
of  Invoice  Form  EC34  (Part  A)  is  be- 
ing printed  with  a  box  for  statement  of 
the  number  of  "  no  charge  "  prescrip- 
tions and  the  notes  on  the  form  will 
include  a  reference  under  2  (g)  to  the 
sorting  of  those  forms  into  the  S 
bundle.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  form 
will  be  dispatched  to  Executive  Coun- 
cils before  the  end  of  January.  The 
revision  of  form  EC57  (receipt  for  pre- 
scription charge)  so  as  to  avoid  the  issue 
of  a  number  of  separate  receipts  where 
several  charges  are  payable,  is  being 
considered. 

Poliomyelitis 

EFFECT    OF    CERTAIN  INOCULATIONS 

THERE  is  an  association  between  diph- 
theria prophylactic,  diphtheria-pertussis 
inoculations  and  the  paralytic  form  of 
poliomyelitis,  states  a  report  published 
in  the  Lancet  dated  December  15.  It 
was  estimated  that  in  areas  where  the 
investigations  into  the  subject  were  car- 
ried out  between  1951  and  1953,  about 
1  in  37,000  inoculations  precipitated 
paralytic  poliomyelitis.  The  risk  varied 
with  the  nature  of  the  prophylactic 
used,  being  greatest  with  alum-precipi- 
tated diphtheria-pertussis  and  least  with 
toxoid-antitoxin  floccules  and  formol 
toxoid.  Alum-precipitated  toxoid,  puri- 
fied toxoid,  aluminium  phosphate  and 
mixed  non-alum-precipitated  prophy- 
lactics occupied  an  intermediate  posi- 
tion, and  plain  pertussis  vaccine 
appeared  relatively  safe.  There  was  no 
evidence  of  a  provoking  effect  due  to 
smallpox  vaccine.  Out  of  1,308  para- 
lytic cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  children 
between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  two 
years,  170  were  causally  related  to  the 
injection  of  diphtheria  or  whooping- 
cough  inoculations.  The  "  balance  of 
risks  "  is  considered  in  an  editorial  in 
the  same  issue,  the  conclusion  being 
the  findings  do  not  mean  that  the  immu- 
nisation campaign  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping-cough  should  be  slowed 
in  any  way.  But  immunisation  should 
be  restricted  to  the  months  from  No- 
vember to  March  when  risks  are  lowest. 
Should  that  be  done,  the  risk  of  an 
inoculated  child  developing  poliomye- 
litis is,  for  all  practical  purposes,  no 
higher  than  that  of  an  uninoculated 
child. 

Cobalt  Unit  Opened 

LONDON  CLINIC'S  TELETHERAPY  UNIT 

A  NEW  cobalt  unit — the  Cobaltron — 
was  inaugurated  at  the  London  Clinic 
on  December  4.  Sir  John  Cockcroft 
(director  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Research 
Establishment),  speaking  at  the  cere- 
mony, referred  to  the  increasing  use  of 
radioactive  isotopes  for  the  treatment 
of  disease.  Radiocobalt,  the  active 
source  in  the  new  unit,  was  one  of  the 


most  important  radioisotopes  produced 
by  the  transmutation  of  elements  in 
the  atomic  pile,  he  said.  In  the  1930's 
the  so-called  radium  "  bombs "  con- 
tained at  most  a  few  gm.  of  radium 
costing  about  £5,000  per  gm.,  but  the 
radiocobalt  in  the  Cobaltron  had  an 
activity  equal  to  more  than  500  gm. 
of  radium,  while  the  cost  of  the  cobalt 
was  less  than  the  price  of  i  gm.  of 
radium  in  1930.  The  unit  will  be  used 
for  the  treatment  of  malignant  and 
other  diseases.  It  employs  radioactive 
cobalt  supplied  by  Harwell  and  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  first  British-made  full- 
size  cobalt  unit.  It  is  claimed  to  be 
the  most  versatile  static  teletherapy  in- 
stallation yet  produced. 

Petrol  Rationing 

SUGGESTED  PROTEST  MEETING 

THE  United  Commercial  Travellers' 
Association  is  inviting  employers  and 
organisations  affected  by  petrol  ration- 
ing to  contact  it  with  a  view  to  con- 
vening a  meeting  to  decide  on  joint 
action.  In  a  circular  issued  on  Decem- 
ber 18,  the  Association  states  that  the 
serious  effect  of  the  "  grossly  inade- 
quate "  petrol  allocation  to  commercial 
travellers  was  already  beginning  to  be 
felt.  Warnings  of  dismissals  from  em- 
ployment were  being  received  by  many 
of  the  Association's  members.  "  Princi- 
pals .  .  .  are  giving  notice  that  hundreds 
of  employees  .  .  .  will  have  to  be  dis- 
missed because  the  selling  side  of  the 
business  will  have  to  be  closed."  states 
the  Association,  and  comments  that 
"  this  creeping  paralysis  will  result  in 
widespread  unemployment  and  corres- 
ponding distress  and  ill-will  unless  the 
petrol  allowance  is  increased."

USE  OF  ANTIBIOTICS  DISCUSSED 

PRESCRIBERS'  NOTES  for  Decem- 
ber, issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland,  quotes  a  leading  article  in  the 
Lancet  which  makes  an  urgent  plea  for 
the  rational  use  of  antibiotics.  Prescrip- 
tions ordering  two  months'  supply  of 
antibiotics,  at  an  average  cost  of  about 
£25,  were  still  to  be  seen,  the  notes 
state,  and  prescriptions  for  periods  of 
four  weeks  were  frequent.  A  list  of 
commonly  prescribed  proprietary  iron- 
hsematinic  tablets  and  capsules  shows 
the  cost  of  twenty  tablets  or  capsules, 
and  there  is  a  reminder  to  practitioners 
of  the  manner  in  which  to  prescribe 
common  surgical  dressings.  There  is 
also  an  appeal  to  doctors  to  use 
National  Formulary  abbreviations  in 
order  to  save  confusion.

Purchase  Tax 

CASES  FOR  RAZORS 

THE  Customs  and  Excise  announce  that 
purchase  tax  on  boxes  and  cases  of  the 
kinds  used  as  containers  for  (among 
other  goods)  razors  in  the  course  of 
their  transit  and  sale  will  be  chargeable 
at  the  rate  of  60  per  cent,  from  January 
1,  1957,  if  they  have  linings  or  paddings 
(whether  detachable  or  not)  of  mate- 
rials such  as  real  or  imitation  silk  or 
velvet,  and  irrespective  of  whether  or 
not  they  have  metal  hinges  or  clasps. 
Unpadded  and  unlined  boxes  and  cases 
of  this  kind  will  not  be  chargeable 
under  this  Group. 

Key  Industry  Duty 

ADDITION  TO  EXEMPTIONS 

THE  following  chemicals  have  been 
exempted  from  Key  Industry  Dut\  for 
the  period  beginning  December  27, 
1956.  and  ending  February  18,  1957:  — 
L-Arginine,  L-arginine  morcohydrochlor- 
ide,  direr/butyl  diperphthalate,  5-2:5- 
dichlorophenylthiomethyl  OO-diethyl 
dithio  phosphate,  iV-ethyl-3-piperidyl 
benzilate  methobromide,  and  N^-ethyl-^- 
piperidyl  diphenylacetate  hydrochloride.

Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  STATISTICS 

RECENTLY  issued  Board  of  Trade 
figures  show  that  sales  of  chemists' 
goods  by  independent  retailers  were  4' 8 
per  cent,  lower  in  October  than  in  Sep- 
tember but  4-3  per  cent,  higher  than 
in  October  1955.  Large  retailers'  sales 
were  3-7  per  cent,  lower  in  October 
than  in  September  but  3-9  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  October  1955.  Sales  by 
Co-operative  Societies  were  4' 8  per  cent, 
higher  in  October  than  in  September 
and  9-2  per  cent,  higher  than  in  Octo- 
ber 1955. 

Polyester  Fibre 

INCREASED  PRODUCTION  PLANNED 

IMPERIAL  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd., 
are  to  increase  production  of  Terylene 
polyester  fibre  to  30  million  lb.  (from 
22  million  lb.)  a  year  by  extending  sec- 
tions of  the  plant  at  Wilton  in  North 
Yorkshire.  Work  is  beginning  in  the 
Spring  of  1957.  and  additional  quanti- 
ties of  Terylene  will  become  available 
early  in  1959.

GOVERNMENT  STATISTICS  FOR  1955 

AN  analysis  prepared  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  of  business  failures  during  1955 
shows  under  the  heading  "  Retail  dis- 
tributors of  chemists'  wares  and  photo- 
graphic goods "  that  there  were  five 
receiving  orders  issued.  They  involved 
liabilities  amounting  to  £15,466  with 
assets  at  £10,308.  Under  the  same  head- 
ing there  were  three  deeds  of  arrange- 
ment for  liabilities  totalling  £14,482 
while  their  assets  totalled  £5,326. 

Poultry  Feed  Additives 

OBJECTIONS   "  RIDICULOUS  " 

THREE  tons  of  poultry  would  have  to 
be  eaten  by  an  individual  at  a  sitting 
to  get  a  substantial  dose  of  an  antibiotic 
used  as  a 'feed  additive,  said  Dr.  White 
Stevens,  a  United  States  poultry  re- 
search worker  in  his  first  lecture  of  an 
English  tour  at  Preston  recently.  That 
was  why  some  medical  objections  to  the 
use  of  antibiotics  as  feed  additives  were 
ridiculous,  he  said.

THE  Eire  Government  is  to  pay  a  sub- 
sidy of  15s.  per  ton  on  home  manu- 
factured superphosphate,  and  a  further 
subsidy  on  its  transportation  to  various 
parts  of  the  country  so  that  the  price 
will  be  the  same  in  all  areas.  Super- 
phosphate is  now  imported  dutv  free 
into  the  Republic.  About  50.000  tons 
was  imported  during  1955.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Education  at  Southampton 

Your  full  report  of  the  regional  conference  at  Southampton  (C.  &  D., 
December  15,  p.  654  et  seq.)  is  of  great  value.  The  meeting,  as  was  to  be 
expected,  did  not  show  unanimous  approval  of  the  Society's  educational 
policy,  and  in  that  I  think  it  reflected  the  general  feeling  in  the  country. 
While  it  is  admittedly  unwise  to  rely  entirely  on  the  views  of  the  pro- 
fessional teacher,  it  would  probably  be  equally  unwise  to  leave  the  policy 
exclusively  in  the  hands  of  the  Society's  Council.  It  would  not,  I  think, 
be  derogatory  of  their  capacity  as  representatives  of  pharmacy  to  make 
that  statement.  Theirs  is  the  ultimate  responsibility  of  producing  an  educa- 
tional programme  in  line  with  pharmacy's  requirements,  and  it  is  right  that 
they  should  seek  the  professional  assistance  of  members  of  the  teaching 
profession. 

Looking  Ahead 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  increased  charges  on  National  Health 
prescriptions  may  result  in  a  return  to  self-medication  on  the  part  of  many 
who  have  been  relying  on  the  expert  advice  of  the  doctor  rather  than  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  offered  in  the  advertisement  columns  of  the 
"  popular  "  Press.  There  must  be  many  people  who  have  benefited  by  an 
early  diagnosis  of  conditions  which,  if  not  recognised  and  properly  treated, 
would  have  led  to  serious  illness.  Even  where  the  complaint  may  have 
been  comparatively  trivial,  an  examination  and  reassurance  by  the  physician 
have  been  of  inestimable  value  in  rehabilitation.  For  the  first  time  in 
history,  people  have  been  growing  to  realise  that  the  doctor  is  the  man 
to  see  if  there  is  any  upset  in  the  general  health.  We  have,  since  1948, 
been  attacking  illness  scientifically,  and  the  whole  of  the  resources  of 
medical  science  have  been  thrown  into  the  fight,  with  striking  results  in 
tuberculosis — to  name  only  one  of  the  diseases  that  are  now  coming  under 
control — once  it  has  been  diagnosed. 

Looking  Back 

The  thoughts  expressed  above  were  aroused  by  a  re-reading  of  a 
pamphlet  called  Patent  Medicines — An  Indictment  by  Sir  Hugh  Linstead, 
published  by  National  News  Letter  in  1946.  The  booklet  opens  with  a 
statement  from  the  Government  White  Paper  on  a  National  Health  Service 
(issued  in  February  1944)  as  follows:  "The  Government  have  announced 
that  they  intend  to  establish  a  comprehensive  health  service  for  everybody 
in  the  country.  They  want  to  ensure  that  in  future  every  man,  woman 
and  child  can  rely  on  getting  all  the  advice  and  treatment  and  care  which 
they  may  need  in  matters  of  personal  health  ;  that  what  they  get  shall  be  the 
best  medical  and  other  facilities  available ;  that  their  getting  these  shall 
not  depend  on  whether  they  can  pay  for  them,  or  on  any  other  factor 
irrelevant  to  the  real  need — the  real  need  being  to  bring  the  country's  full 
resources  to  bear  upon  reducing  ill-health  and  promoting  good  health  in 
all  its  citizens."  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  compared  that  paragraph  with  the 
advertisements  for  proprietary  medicines  on  hoardings  and  railways,  in 
buses,  trams,  magazines  and  newspapers,  "  encouraging  us  to  diagnose  our 
troubles  for  ourselves  and  to  treat  them  with  some  advertised  nostrum." 
Here,  wrote  Sir  Hugh,  was  the  conflict.  On  the  one  side  the  Government 
was  to  provide  a  comprehensive  medical  service  for  the  community  at  an 
annual  cost  of  perhaps  £170  millions  while  on  the  other  side  millions  of 
pounds  were  being  spent  in  an  attempt  to  discourage  the  citizen  from  mak- 
ing use  of  the  facilities  which  the  State  was  placing  at  his  disposal.  It  is 
a  tragedy  that  the  high  ideals  and  high  purpose  expressed  at  that  time 
are  no  longer  in  evidence.  It  is  only  too  obvious  that  we  have  returned  to  a 
position  where  it  does  now  depend  on  whether  the  people  can  pay,  and  it 
is  disappointing  to  find  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  arguing  in  favour  of  the  charges. 
Indeed  it  is  inexplicable.  If  the  charges  have  a  significant  effect  on  self- 
medication,  then  the  arguments  so  strongly  put  in  Patent  Medicines — An 
Indictment  stand  abandoned.

SKIN  DISEASES  AND  THEIR  TREATMENT 

Inaugural  address  to  Scottish  Department 


TREATMENT  methods  in  derma- 
tology had  not  changed  greatly  in 
recent  years,  said  Professor  G.  H. 
Perciyal  (Grant  professor  of  derma- 
tology in  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
and  physician  to  the  skin  department 
of  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary)  deliver- 
ing the  105th  inaugural  address  to  the 
Scottish  Department  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  Edinburgh,  recently. 
None  of  the  common  skin  diseases  had 
shown  any  spectacular  response  to  new 
remedies  although  the  disease  might  be 
cured  more  elegantly. 

Long  Existence  of  Dermatology 

Long  before  the  present  trend  of 
specialisation,  dermatology  had  existed 
as  a  separate  subject.  There  were  many 
references  of  dermatological  interest  in 
Old  Testament  history,  the  most  striking 
being  the  case  of  Naamon,  captain  of 
the  host  of  the  King  of  Syria,  who  was 
cured  of  his  leprosy  as  a  result  of  wash- 
ing seven  times  in  the  river  Jordan.  It 
had  been  suggested  that  the  case  was  in 
fact  one  of  scabies,  and  that  the  cure 
could  be  attributed  to  the  high  sulphur 
content  of  the  river  Jordan  at  that  time. 
In  a  reference  to  specialism  among  the 
practitioners  of  Egypt  in  the  fifth  cen- 
tury, B.C.,  Herodotus  related  that  the 
fame  of  at  least  one  Egyptian  physician 
with  special  knowledge  of  diseases  of 
the  skin  was  great  enough  for  him  to  be 
summoned  to  Greece  in  consultation. 
Yet  dermatology  as  a  speciality  within 
the  present-day  meaning  of  the  term, 
did  not  emerge  in  Europe  until  the  lat- 
ter half  of  the  eighteenth  century.  It  was 
essentially  a  British  speciality,  and  in- 
deed a  Scottish  one.  for  Robert  Willan. 
the  founder  of  modern  dermatology, 
graduated  in  medicine  at  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  in  1777.  Although  "  made 
in  Britain,"  dermatology  did  not  imme- 
diately flourish  in  that  country.  France 
took  it  up  with  enthusiasm  during  the 
Revolution  and  the  Napoleonic  Wars, 
then  Vienna  and  it  was  not  until  late  in 
the  nineteenth  century  that  it  started  to 
establish  itself  slowly  in  Edinburgh. 

More  than  once  dermatology  had  an 
important  impact  on  the  trend  of  gen- 
eral medicine.  In  1834  a  French  derma- 
tologist demonstrated  that  Acarus  was 
the  cause  and  not  the  product  of 
scabies,  and  by  that  discovery  shook 
to  its  foundations  the  humoral  theory 
of  disease  in  general  which  had  been 
accepted  without  question  since  the  time 
of  Galen.  As  a  result,  medical  thought 
became  re-orientated  towards  the  search 
for  specific  aetiological  agents.  In  1840 
dermatologists  brought  off  a  double 
chance  by  discovering  that  ringworm 
was  caused  by  fungi  and  not  by 
humoral  factors,  at  the  same  time,  by 
the  demonstration  of  fungi  as  a  cause  of 
disease,  laying  the  foundations  of  medi- 
cal bacteriology.  Fifty  years  later  scalp 
ringworm  was  once  again  responsible 
for  advancing  medicine  by  introducing 
a  new  and  powerful  therapeutic  agent. 
It  was  known  at  that  time  that  x-rays 


could  cause  hair  to  come  out,  and  the 
French  dermatologist,  Sabouraud. 
evolved  a  method  of  standardising 
x-ray  dosage  so  that  that  epilating 
affect  could  be  utilised  in  the  treatment 
of  scalp  ringworm.  That  was  the  start 
of  the  speciality  of  radiotherapy,  the 
most  costly  of  all  medical  specialities 
at  the  present  time.  Today  prescrip- 
tions for  skin  preparations  constituted 
about  14  per  cent,  of  all  prescriptions, 
and  indeed  dermatological  nostrums 
were  among  the  few  remaining 
recipes  which  gave  pharmacists  a  real 
opportunity  to  practise  their  ancient 
art. 

Of  all  the  tissues  in  the  human  body 
w  hich  were  capable  of  showing  incom- 
patibility, intolerance  or  resentment  to 
substances  administered  by  the  mouth, 
injected  no  matter  how,  or  applied  to 
the  body  surface,  the  skin  was  the  one 
which  was  most  likely  to  do  so. 

Drugs  which  had  an  action  on  the 
skin  could  be  placed  in  three  main 
groups :  Those  drugs  which  had  an 
effect  on  the  normal  skin,  those  which 
had  an  effect  on  diseases  of  the  skin, 
and  those  to  which  the  skin  was  in- 
tolerant. The  first  group  was  small, 
the  second  larger,  but  limited  in  ex- 
tent, and  the  third  included  every  drug 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  on  the  drug- 
makers'  lists,  including  the  antihista- 
minics. 

Heterogeneous  Collection  of  Drugs 

Drugs  which  acted  in  disease  of  the 
skin  formed  a  somewhat  heterogeneous 
collection.  The  antiseptics,  antibiotics 
and  parasiticides  applied  externally  had 
an  action  in  superficial  cutaneous  in- 
fections such  as  impetigo,  scabies  and 
infected  eczema,  but  had  no  action  in 
those  diseases  when  given  parenterally. 
Deep  cutaneous  bacterial  and  parasitic 
infections,  however,  responded  to  anti- 
biotics and  chemotherapeutic  agents 
when  given  internally  and  in  such  con- 
ditions the  external  application  of  those 
substances  had  little  or  no  effect.  The 
difference  in  efficacy  according  to  the 
mode  of  administration  depended  on 
the  accessibility  of  the  lesion  which  was 
being  treated  as  the  skin  was  a  one- 
sided organ,  and  what  happened  on  the 
surface  was  not  easily  reached  from 
within,  and  vice  versa.  Examples  of 
chance  discovery  of  effective  drugs 
with  a  specific  or  marked  effect  in 
diseases  of  unknown  aetiology,  were 
mepacrine  and  chloroquine  in  cutaneous 
lupus  erythematosus;  inorganic  arsenic, 
sulpha  drugs  in  dermatitis  herpetiformis: 
and  ACTH  and  cortisone  in  both  der- 
matitis herpetiformis  and  pemphigus. 

It  was  curious  that  insulin  had  little 
or  no  effect  on  two  rare  skin  diseases 
which  occurred  in  association  with  the 
general  disturbance  of  fat  metabolism 
in  diabetes.  Antihistamines  were  use- 
ful in  suppressing  urticarial  reactions, 
but  did  not  possess  a  similar  action  in 
drug  eruptions  or  in  allergic  diseases 
where  structural  change  as  opposed  to 


a  purely  neuro-vascular  reaction  was 
present.  Indeed  liberation  of  histamine 
by  the  tissues  did  not  appear  to  be  a 
basic  factor  in  the  development  of  many 
skin  eruptions. 

The  phenomenon  of  cutaneous  intol- 
erance fell  into  the  broad  domain  of 
allergy  and  there  was  a  marked  differ- 
ence in  the  character  of  the  reaction 
depending  on  whether  the  drug  came 
into  contact  with  the  skin  from  the 
outside,  or  whether  it  reached  the  skin 
from  the  inside  via  the  blood  stream. 
Ii;  the  first  instance,  if  the  drus  had 
caustic  properties  those  were  exerted 
in  every  instance  of  contact,  and  the 
degree  of  cutaneous  disturbance  de- 
pended on  the  concentration  of  the 
drug.  When  the  skin  reacted  to  the 
external  application  of  a  drug  which 
did  not  possess  a  caustic  action,  how- 
ever, it  only  did  so  because  it  was  speci- 
fically sensitive  or  allergic  to  the  drua. 
In  those  circumstances  it  always  reacted 
in  the  same  way — it  developed  an 
eczema  reaction,  and  the  fully  devel- 
oped rash  was  termed  a  contact  eczema. 
Only  after  about  twenty-four  hours  or 
more  was  the  individual  conscious  of 
itching,  followed  by  the  development 
of  redness,  blistering  and  exudation  or 
weeping.  The  eruption  spread  bevond 
the  point  of  contact,  and  might  take 
from  three  to  six  weeks  to  settle  fol- 
lowing a  single  contact.  The  reaction 
occurred  in  and  was  confined  to  the 
epidermis,  and  the  feature  of  eczema 
was  the  transformation  of  the  epider- 
mis from  a  compact  cellular  structure 
into  a  sodden  spongy  mass  of  disin- 
tegrating cells.  That  allergic  response 
was  obviously  quite  different  from  the 
effect  of  the  pharmacological  action  of 
a  primary  irritant.  It  depended  not  on 
the  pharmacological  action  of  the  drug 
but  on  a  peculiarity  in  an  individual 
skin,  and  minute  concentrations  of  the 
drug  were  capable  of  producing  the 
reaction.  All  sorts  of  things,  including 
cosmetics,  were  applied  to  the  skin  for 
their  actual  or  reputed  pharmacologi- 
cal effect.  If  an  eczema  followed  the 
application  of  a  medicinal  preparation 
as  for  example  in  the  treatment  of  im- 
petigo or  conjunctivitis,  the  patient 
usually  connected  the  rash  with  the 
drug. 

Use  of  Cosmetics 

If  a  similar  train  of  events  fol- 
lowed the  use  of  cosmetics,  the  connec- 
tion was  not  so  obvious  to  the  patient. 
Skin  disease  was  not  associated  with 
cosmetics;  the  very  best  were  always 
purchased,  price  would  seem  to  be  a 
guarantee  against  any  harmful  property, 
and  millions  of  individuals  used  them 
with  no  ill  effect.  In  such  cases  the  diag- 
nosis of  the  cause  of  the  eczema  might 
not  be  so  obvious  as  in  the  case  of  a 
reaction  to  a  medicinal  application;  it 
depended  on  the  patienfs  memory  with 
regard  to  her  cosmetic  armamentarium, 
and  of  recent  additions  to  it.  It  often 
happened  that  several  new  substances 
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had  been  in  contact  with  a  region  of 
the  skin  which  was  affected  by  a  con- 
tact eczema.  A  patient  with  a  contact 
eczema  of  the  face  might  have  applied 
atropine  drops  to  both  eyes,  used  a 
new  brand  of  face  powder,  and  been  in 
contact  with  a  plant  of  Primula  ob- 
conica,  all  within  the  forty-eight  hours 
preceding  the  development  of  the 
eczema.  Her  skin  could  be  allergic 
to  any  of  those  three  substances,  and 
in  order  to  determine  which  was 
the  actual  cause,  patch  tests  were 
applied. 

When  that  type  of  reaction  was  due 
to  a  drug,  the  cause  was  as  a  rule  easily 
discovered,  but  the  cause  of  the  allergy 
in  the  skin  was  another  matter  and 
little  was  known  as  to  how  or  why  the 
skin  became  allergic. 

Specific 

Drug  eruptions  due  to  the  ingestion 
of  drugs  or  their  parenteral  administra- 
tion presented  different  features  from 
those  due  to  external  contact  with  a 
drug,  continued  Professor  Percival.  The 
reaction  was  again  due  to  the  existence 
of  a  specific  cutaneous  allergy  towards 
the  chemical  concerned,  but  the  site 
of  the  allergy  was  in  the  deeper  part 
of  the  skin,  and  involves  the  connective 
tissue,  the  blood  vessels  and  the  reticu- 
lum cells  of  the  dermis.  As  a  result,  the 
form  and  course  of  the  eruption  dif- 
fered markedly  from  that  due  to  ex- 
ternal contact.  The  allergic  reaction 
consisted  of  a  dilation  of  the  blood  ves- 
sels, often  accompanied  by  oedema,  and 
a  massing  of  white  cells  round  the  dila- 
ted vessels.  Rashes  presenting  a  great 
variety  of  clinical  appearances  were 
produced,  quite  different  from  the  uni- 
form eczema  reaction  which  resulted 
from  external  contact  The  commonest 
form  of  rash  was  one  resembling  scar- 
let fever  or  measles,  such  as  was  caused 
by  barbiturates,  salicylates,  morphine 
derivatives,  sulpha  drugs,  phenolphtha- 
lein  and  many  others.  Those  rashes  dis- 
appeared rapidly  on  the  withdrawal  of 
the  drug,  because  they  were  not  accom- 
panied by  any  structural  alteration  in 
the  skin  which  had  to  be  repaired,  as 
in  the  case  of  eczema.  The  heavy  metals 
caused  the  most  serious  drug  eruptions, 
even  small  doses  of  gold  or  mercury 
producing  scarlet-fever-like  rashes 
which  involved  the  whole  body,  and 
which  might  take  one  or  two  years  to 
disappear.  Organic  arsenical  prepara- 
tions might  produce  similar  eruptions. 
On  the  other  hand,  inorganic  arsenic 
produced  entirely  different  changes, 
namely  pigmentation,  thickening  of 
the  palms  and  soles,  and  warty 
growths  which  mighi  later  become  can- 
cerous. 

Drug  eruptions  produced  by  the  in- 
ternal administration  of  a  drug  demon- 
strated the  significance  of  the  terms 
pharmacological  action,  toxic  action 
and  allergic  action.  In  the  case  of  pheno- 
barbitone,  the  pharmacological  ac- 
tion was  that  of  a  hypnotic,  and  that 
effect  could  be  brought  about  within 
certain  limits  of  dosage.  If  that  safe 
dosage  was  exceeded,  a  toxic  effect  was 
produced  and  the  hypnosis  passed  on 
to  coma,  and  possible  death.  Both  the 
pharmacological  action,  and  the  toxic 
action,  an  exaggeration  of  the  pharma- 


cological action,  depended  on  dosage, 
were  subject  to  individual  variation 
within  certain  limits,  but  could  be  elici- 
ted in  everyone  provided  a  sufficient 
dose  was  given.  In  the  case  of  skin 
rashes,  no  amount  of  the  drug  would 
produce  them  unless  the  skin  was  aller- 
gic, and  if  it  was,  an  eruption  would 
develop  following  a  minute  amount  of 
the  drug,  which  was  incapable  of  pro- 
ducing even  the  pharmacological  action 
of  hypnosis.  There  was  no  way  of  test- 
ing for  the  presence  of  allergy  to  a 
drug  which  was  to  be  given  internally 
and  it  was  fortunate  that  the  propor- 
tion of  the  population  allergic  to  any 
one  drug,  either  when  applied  exter- 
nally or  taken  internally,  was  extremely 
small.  Cutaneous  allergy  was  highly 
specific  in  character,  directed  against 
only  one  example  in  a  chemical  group 
so  that  by  using  a  compound  in  the 
same  group  possessing  a  similar  thera- 
peutic action  but  a  slightly  different 
formula,  the  intolerance  could  be  side 
stepped.  The  skin  did  not  become  aller- 
gic to  endocrine  products  or  to  vitamin 
preparations. 

None  of  the  common  skin  diseases 
had  shown  any  spectacular  response  to 
new  remedies.  Scabies  was  more  ele- 
gantly cured  by  benzyl  benzoate  than 
by  sulphur  ointment,  and  the  antibiotics 
were  now  used  in  preference  to  the 
older  antiseptics  in  superficial  skin  in- 
fections, but  those  conditions  responded 
well  enough  to  the  older  remedies.  The 
outlook  in  one  or  two  of  the  rarer  skin 
diseases,  which  accounted  for  only  a 
minute  fraction  of  the  total  incapacity 
caused  by  diseases  of  the  skin,  however, 
had  been  profoundly  influenced  by  new- 
methods  of  treatment.   The  treatment

Wealth  from  Chemistry 

INSTITUTE  DINNER  AT  GLASGOW 

THE  profession  of  chemistry  had 
created  for  Great  Britain  an  incredible 
wealth  and  an  enhanced  position,  said 
Dr.  D.  W.  Kent- Jones  (president. 
Royal  Institute  of  Chemistry)  at  the 
annual  Ramsay  chemical  dinner  in 
Glasgow  on  December  6.  Britain  was 
now  really  one  of  the  chemically  great 
nations.  Replying  to  the  principal  toast 
he  stressed  the  responsibility  which  lay 
on  the  profession  to  ensure  that  the 
succeeding  generations  of  chemical  in- 
dustry leaders  were  adequately  and  effi- 
ciently trained.  Lord  Cameron,  who 
proposed  the  principal  toast,  referred  to 
the  close  liaison  between  the  chemist 
and  the  law;  both  were  pursuers  after 
truth  and  wisdom  and  the  chemist  had 
been  the  ally  of  the  law  from  the  days 
of  Sherlock  Holmes.  Among  other 
speakers  were  Dr.  J.  Clark  (chairman. 
Nobel  Division,  Imperial  Chemical  In- 
dustries. Ltd.),  and  Dr.  K.  A  Williams 
(president  Society  for  Analvtical  Chem- 
istry).

ANALYSIS  EOR  1955-56 

.AN"  analysis  of  running  costs  in  Scottish 
hospitals  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1956.  has  been  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  for  Scotland  (H.M.'Sta- 


of  lupus  vulgaris  by  means  of  concen- 
trated vitamin  D,  isonicotinic  acid 
hydrazide,  PAS,  and  streptomycin  was 
efficient,  rapid  and  simple,  whereas  in 
the  past  it  was  tedious,  often  intermin- 
able, exceedingly  painful,  and  seldom 
more  than  palliative. 

ACTH  and  cortisone  had  some  effect 
in  most  cases  of  eczema,  and  a  variable 
influence  in  psoriasis  and  lichen  planus 
In  none  of  those  diseases,  however,  was 
their  action  sufficiently  striking  to 
justify  the  risk  of  side  effects  during 
treatment  or  that  of  severe  relapse 
when  the  drugs  are  discontinued.  They 
were  therefore  used  infrequently  and 
ir  selected  cases  only,  and  were  no  sub- 
stitute for  existing  methods  of  treat- 
ment By  contrast  the  effect  of  ACTH 
and  cortisone  in  dermatitis  herpeti- 
formis and  the  various  forms  of  pem- 
phigus was  striking. 

A  lot  was  known  about  allergy  and 
its  effects,  but  its  basic  nature  was  not 
understood.  Nevertheless,  some  chemi- 
cal, yet  to  be  discovered,  might  turn 
out  to  have  the  power  of  suppressing, 
controlling  or  preventing  cutaneous 
allergy,  in  which  case  the  cutaneous  de- 
rangements to  which  it  gave  rise  might 
be  abolished,  and  a  very  large  number 
of  people  relieved  of  ailments  which, 
though  perhaps  of  minor  importance  as 
regards  general  health  and  longevity, 
nevertheless  caused  great  discomfort 
anxiety  and  incapacity  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  the  seriousness  of  the 
disease.

Ciean  Air  Act 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  (Appointed 
Day)  Order,  1956,  was  laid  before 
Parliament  by  Mr.  Duncan  Sandys 
(Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Gov- 
ernment) on  December  21.  The  Order 
names  December  31  as  the  day  on 
which  certain  provisions  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  come  into  operation. 
Those  include  the  provisions  enabling 
local  authorities  to  create  smoke  con- 
trol areas,  in  which  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  buildings  will  be  an 
offence;  requiring  all  new  furnaces  to 
be,  so  far  as  practicable,  smokeless, 
notice  of  intention  to  install  such  a 
furnace  being  given  to  the  local  auth- 
ority; empowering  the  Minister  to 
make  Regulations  requiring  furnaces 
to  be  fitted  with  smoke  density  meters: 
and  requiring  approval  by  the  local 
authority  of  the  height  of  new  chim- 
neys (except  for  houses,  shops,  etc.).

Sigma- 
mycin is  similar  in  range  to  tetracy- 
cline, but  the  addition  of  oleandomycin 
gives  enhanced  activity  against  such 
Gram-positive  bacteria  as  staphylococci, 
pneumococci  and  streptococci.

(Society  of  Industrial  Artists);  Cecil 
D  Notley  (Advertising  Association); 
A."  H.  Cragg  (a  director.  Boots,  Ltd.); 
H.  E.  Traves  (works  manager  of  a  car- 
ton manufacturer);  W.  H.  Copeland 
(sales  promotion  manager,  Harrods, 
Ltd.);  and  Miss  Jeanne  Heal  (journalist 
and  broadcaster).  Entries  were  up  by 
approximately  25  per  cent.  Mrs. 
Settle  commented  that  jostled  together 
on  counters,  few  entries  would  stand 
out  as  individual  and  eye-catching  be- 
cause all  used  the  same  techniques, 
colouring  mixtures  and  "  saccharine 
note."  "  I  got  the  impression  from 
this  that  the  vast  majority  of  firms 
aimed  at  the  impulse-purchaser  than 
at  the  steadily  held  customer."  Far 
too  many  entries  were  overloaded  with 
written  matter,  and  some  otherwise 
good-looking  designs  had  much  the 
same  thing  written  perhaps  three  times 
over.  Mr.  C.  Notley  wrote :  "  The 
general  level  of  work  is  extremely  com- 
petent, although  there  is  little  than  can 
be  described  as  brilliant.  There  is  too 
much  use  of  garish  and  light  colour, 
so  that  there  is  a  tendency  for  one 
thing  to  cancel  the  others  out.  That,  of 
course,  also  happens  at  point  of  sale. 
The  packs  that  score  are  those  with  a 
skilful  use  of  non-insistent  colours  or 
even  black  or  white.  As  for  ingenuity 
of  mechanical  design  there  seems  to  be 
a  limit  to  how  many  different  ways  you 
can  bend  a  piece  of  card.  This  .  .  . 
means  there  is  a  certain  sameness  in 
many  of  the  packs."  Mr.  Traves  con- 
sidered that  craftsmanship  had  been 
maintained  and  ingenuity  of  construc- 
tion of  an  elaborate — and  unnecessary 
—nature  had  been  almost  eliminated. 
Mr.  Copeland  was  of  the  opinion  that 
'  a  lot  of  the  exhibits  could  do  with 
more  protection  to  carry  the  contents 
safely  through  the  post,  rail,  etc.  Some 
manufacturers  failed  to  show  the  use 
of  the  boxed  product — "  the  customer 
should  not  be  left  to  guess."

In  spite  of  all  that  mal- 
treatment they  behaved  faultlessly."

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 

(Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  December  22,  p.  686) 


The  president  said  that  since  the  previous  meeting  Pro- 
fessor Norminton,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  respected 
members  of  the  Society's  academic  staff,  had  died  (C.  &  D., 
November  24,  p.  570).  No  man  had  given  more  loyal  ser- 
vice to  the  Society,  and  pharmacists  in  many  parts  of 
Ireland  regretted  the  passing  of  an  able  and  courteous 
teacher.  The  Council  wished  to  express  its  sympathy  with 
Professor  Norminton's  family.  All  members  stood  in  silence. 

Mr.  Thomas  Miller,  a  new  member  of  Council,  was  wel- 
comed by  the  president  on  the  Council's  behalf.  Mr.  Miller 
was  assured  that  he  was  welcome,  especially  since  the 
Council  had  seen  his  capabilities  at  committee  meetings 
that  morning.  He  was  sure  Mr.  Miller  would  be  of  great 
assistance  to  the  Council.  Thanking  the  president  for  his  wel- 
come. Mr.  Miller  said  that  he  considered  it  a  great  honour 
to  be  co-opted  to  the  Council.  He  understood  he  was  filling 
a  vacancy  created  by  the  death  of  his  co-religionist,  Mr. 
Scott.  On  behalf  of  those  who  constituted  a  minority 
group  in  Irish  pharmacy  he  thanked  the  Council  for  that 
gesture  of  goodwill. 

On  the  proposal  of  the  President  it  was  agreed  to  sub- 
scribe £25  to  the  Pharmacy  Gaelic  Athletic  Association 
Club.  Mr.  McGrath  pointed  out  that,  in  view  of  all  the 
Society's  expenses  in  1955,  including  the  High  and 
Supreme  Court  proceedings,  the  Club  had  not  asked  for 
the  usual  subscription.  He  thought  that  that  was  a  fine 
gesture  indeed,  but  since  the  Club  did  such  good  work  he 
thought  that  the  usual  subscription  should  be  given. 

Duty  on  Ingredients  for  Medicines 

Arising  from  the  minutes  of  the  November  meeting,  at 
which  a  letter  from  a  member  had  been  read  in  which  it 
had  been  urged  that  the  Government  should  be  requested 
to  remove  levies  imposed  on  ingredients  used  in  making 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  the  Registrar  said  the  matter 
had  been  referred  to  the  Irish  Drug  Association.  Mr. 
Brendan  Smith  (secretary  of  the  I.D.A.)  had  written  to  say 
that  the  Association  had  taken  up  the  question  with  the 
Wholesale  Drug  Federation.  The  chairman  of  that  body 
had  reported  that,  as  a  result  of  representations  by  phar- 
maceutical manufacturers,  the  Minister  for  Finance  had 
agreed  that  raw  materials,  component  parts  or  accessories 
required  for  the  manufacture  of  goods  for  export  would  be 
exempt  from  levy  by  licence  only  where  the  ordinary  bond- 
ing or  drawback  arrangements  were  unsatisfactory.  The 
Federation's  chairman  had  said  he  was  not  hopeful  the 
Minister  would  permit  the  import  without  payment  of  levy 
duty  on  articles  which  were  merely  flavouring  agents.

Post-graduate  Courses 

The  House,  Schools  and  Law  Committees'  reports  were 
approved.  During  consideration  of  the  Schools  Commit- 
tee's report  the  President  said  that  that  there  was  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  starting  post-graduate  courses  in  the 
country.  Dr.  Timoney  suggested  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  hold  a  four-  or  five-days'  intensive  course  for  country 
members  about  Easter  or  in  September,  with  perhaps  some 
lectures  on  horticultural  and  veterinary  subjects.

Kissane  said  that  he  thought  the  intensive  course  would 
be  a  success,  particularly  if  a  synopsis  of  the  lectures  could 
be  circulated  in  advance.  The  Council  agreed  that  the 
idea  was  worth  pursuing.  During  consideration  of  the  Law 
Committee's  report  there  was  discussion  on  the  misuse  of 
the  title  "  M.P.S.I.,"  particularly  in  cases  where  the  original 
holder  had  died.  Instances  were  reported  where  the  title  was 
used  long  after  the  holder  had  passed  away. 

A  lengthy  discussion  took  place  on  the  provisions  of  the 
proposed  new  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  decisions  reached  with 
regard  to  some  crucial  issues  to  be  resolved  in  the  Bill.

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Drug  Costs  and  How  to  Assess  Them 

The  index  numbers  of  the  wholesale  prices  of  drugs 
from  1950  to  1956,  as  published  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons Official  Report  (C.  &  D.,  December  15,  p.  647) 
offer  a  powerful  counterblast  to  complaints  about  the 
cost  of  drugs  by  Government  speakers  during  the  recent 
Commons  debate  on  the  shilling  levy  in  its  new  form. 

The  figures  given  in  the  Report  show  that,  since  1949. 
wholesale  prices  of  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions have  risen  by  only  2-4  per  cent.,  against  rises  of 
15-8  per  cent,  for  clothing  and  footwear,  50-5  per  cent, 
for  manufactured  foodstuffs,  12-7  per  cent,  for  domestic 
and  electrical  appliances,  11-3  per  cent,  for  furniture. 
That  is  a  contrast  which,  far  from  inviting  the  attacks 
that  have  been  made  on  drug  costs  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  (under  compulsion  from  the  Exchequer),  should 
on  the  face  of  it  command  the  recognition  and  even 
gratitude  of  any  Chancellor,  and  particularly  of  Mr. 
Macmillan,  who  has  given  a  "  prices  plateau  "  as  his 
objective.  How,  in  face  of  those  figures,  has  the  average 
cost  of  Health  Service  prescriptions  risen  from 
roughly  3s.  per  prescription  in  1949  to  4s.  6d.  in  1956? 
The  short  answer  is  that  the  drug  index  does  not  reflect 
either  the  increasing  quantities  prescribed  per  prescrip- 
tion or  the  high  cost  of  new  proprietaries.  Proprietaries 
contribute  only  fortuitously  to  the  index. 

It  is  perhaps  also  worth  noting  again  that  a  large 
factor  in  keeping  the  drug  index  figure  low  has  been 
spectacular  falls  in  the  prices  of  such  items  as  penicillin 
through  economies  brought  about  by  large-scale  pro- 
duction. 

Possibly  the  most  illuminating  and  authoritative 
answer  to  the  question  of  rising  prescription  costs  to 
date  has  been  provided  by  Abel-Smith  and  Titmuss  in 
"  The  Cost  of  the  National  Health  Service "  (Cam- 
bridge University  Press,  1956).  In  their  economic 
analysis  of  the  Health  Service  those  investigators  attri- 
buted the  rise  in  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  hi 
England  and  Wales  between  1949-50  and  1953-54  to:  — 

1.  Increased  quantity  of  ingredients  (caused  rather 
by  a  larger  average  quantity  in  each  prescription  than 
by  a  larger  number  of  prescriptions).  That  accounted, 
they  said,  for  36  per  cent,  of  the  increase. 

2.  Increased  use  of  proprietaries.  That  accounted 
for  35  per  cent. 

Can  the  pressure  of  those  two  factors  on  the  drug 
bill  be  reduced  in  any  way?  The  prescribing  of  ex- 
cessive quantities  can,  we  think,  be  cured,  but  certainly 
not  by  imposing  a  shilling  levy  on  each  prescription. 
More  rapid  dissemination  to  doctors  of  information

on  their  average  costs  would  help  (and  that  means 
adequate  staffs  at  the  pricing  offices).  The  education 
of  doctors  in  rational  prescribing  is  another  desideratum. 

The  spectator  sees  most  of  the  game,  and  the  pharma- 
cist sees  most  of  the  prescribing.  He  is,  it  is  not  too  much 
to  claim,  the  authority  on  prescribing  habits.  Are  his 
services  in  that  connection  being  fully  utilised?  Can 
doctors  be  educated  to  relate  the  quantity  prescribed 
to  the  period  covered  by  the  prescription?  The  ques- 
tion is  not,  we  must  emphasise,  one  of  interfering  with 
the  doctor's  right  to  prescribe  whatever  he  considers 
necessary.  It  is  just  a  matter  of  helping  him  to  relate 
the  patient's  actual  need,  for  the  period  covered  by 
one  prescription,  to  the  quantity  prescribed. 

The  problem  of  proprietaries  is  made  more  difficult 
by  prejudices,  and  by  vague  but  mainly  unreal  beliefs 
in  manufacturers'  excessive  profits.  The  fact  is  incon- 
trovertible that,  if  medicine  is  to  retain  its  mastery  of 
disease,  continuing  large  sums  will  have  to  be  spent 
on  research  and  on  the  development  of  new  products. 

It  may  be  that  some  part  of  the  motive  behind 
research  is  to  keep  ahead  of  one's  competitors.  It  is 
true,  too,  that  some  companies  cash  in  on  the  benefits 
of  research  done  by  others,  and  that  some  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  research  are  worthless,  unnecessary,  or  uneco- 
nomic. But  the  Health  Service  or  its  controllers  must 
not  allow  side-issues  to  obscure  the  strategic  view.  That 
is  that  the  Service  is  responsible  for  the  health  of  the 
nation.  It  must  encourage,  or  at  least  do  nothing  to 
discourage,  the  research  that  has,  on  the  evidence  of 
statistics,  proved  so  productive  in  modern  times  in 
establishing  an  ascendancy  over  disease. 

Partial  Derating  for  Shops 

The  announcement  of  a  cut  in  shop  and  office  rating 
valuations  for  1957-58  (p.  699)  will  be  welcome  enough 
to  retailers.  That  shopkeepers  would,  under  the  new 
rating  lists,  have  to  bear  an  unfair  share  of  local  rates, 
was  foreseen  probably  by  all  except  the  Government. 
For  the  financial  year  now  ending,  no  relief  has  been 
granted,  and  indeed  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  allevia- 
tion of  the  shopkeepers'  burden  could  have  been  possible 
this  year  without  throwing  local  authorities'  finances 
into  impossible  confusion.  As  things  are  they  are  con- 
fused enough,  and  the  sooner  the  rating  burden  is  more 
rationally  distributed  between  all  sections  of  the  com- 
munity, whether  public  or  private,  the  better.  Even 
with  the  new  cut  the  retailer  is  carrying  a  proportion- 
ately larger  share  of  the  rate  burden  than  he  formerly 
did.  But  further  lightening  of  his  burden  must  no 
doubt  await  the  outcome  of  the  Government's  "  agon- 
ising reappraisal "  of  local  government  finance  now 
being  carried  out.

A  CODE  FOR  REPRESENTATIVES 


THE  last  issue  of  the  year  is  perhaps  not  the  occasion 
for  the  usual  type  of  technical  or  professional  article, 
for  it  is  recognised  that  the  more  intellectual  readers 
of  this  column  may  be  still  occupied  with  the  quizzes  and 
questionnaires  that  appear  in  so  many  journals  over  the 
Christmas  period,  while  other  readers  may  be  preoccupied 
with  the  process  of  formulating  good  intentions  into  substan- 
tive New  Year  resolutions. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  opportune  to  comment  that  we  were 
greatly  pleased  to  see  a  marked  change  in  the  greetings 
cards  we  received  this  year.  With  wonted  modesty  we  for- 
bear to  think  it  due  to  a  criticism  we  made  last  year  of  the 
advertisements  disguised  as  Christmas  cards  which  showered 
upon  us  in  such  numbers.  But  it  is  a  fact  that  only  one  firm 
sent  so  "  commercial  "  a  greeting  as  a  photograph  of  its 
factory  framed  in  a  Christmas  cracker.  The  remainder  were, 
we  believe,  genuine  greetings  from  old  friends  with  whom 
we  have  professional  and  business  relations  throughout  the 
year.  Our  collection  has  been  greatly  admired,  and  certainly 
gives  a  festive  air  to  the  department.  Not  only  have  we 
thus  received  numerous  tokens  of  goodwill  by  post,  but  we 
have  also  had  a  remarkable  number  of  personal  visits  from 
the  representatives.  It  would  be  churlish  to  suggest  that  that 
is  due  to  any  but  the  kindliest  of  reasons,  but  there  is  the 
possibility  that  petrol  restrictions  may  be  preventing  some 
calls  outside  of  the  central  areas !  However  that  may  be,  at 
this  season  a  little  relaxation  over  a  cigarette,  and  a  chat 
about  this  and  that,  is  good  for  us  all.  I  do  not  know  what 
are  the  human  relationships  between  representatives  and 
their  customers  in  other  walks  of  life,  but  in  pharmacy,  and 
especially  in  hospital  pharmacy,  a  happy  cameraderie  has 
become  a  tradition  that  means  much  more  to  both  parties 
than  a  merely  business  association.  After  all,  we  are  mem- 
bers of  one  profession,  working  to  a  common  end,  and  many 
of  the  representatives  are  ex-colleagues  who,  through  weak- 
ness of  the  flesh,  have  found  the  immolation  of  hospital 
practice  no  longer  endurable.  They  have  our  affection,  but 
not,  I  hope,  our  envy.  Even  the  firm's  car  is  a  doubtful  asset 
in  present  circumstances ! 

It  is  because  the  representatives  play  such  an  important 
part  in  our  lives  that  we  ought  to  give  more  attention  to 
them  as  a  class.  There  are  marked  differences  of  type 
between  the  representatives  of  different  firms.  Their  tech- 
niques vary  according  to  the  sales  organisation  of  the 
company.  Some  say  little  about  their  products,  unless  a 
really  new  one  comes  along.  They  usually  are  from  the 
well-known  and  leading  British  houses  and  represent  "  the 
firm."  They  chat  about  mutual  friends  on  the  production 
side,  or  colleagues  they  have  met  at  the  other  end  of  their 
beat.  It  is  a  comfortable,  friendly  way  of  saying  "  Here  we 
are:  at  your  service."  Another  group  are  full  of  zeal  and 
seem  bent  on  working  into  the  conversation  a  mention  of 
every  type  of  "  mycin "  they  have  in  the  list.  They  are 
obviously  well  paid — immaculate  and  glossy,  like  their 
pamphlets.  No  need  to  say  where  they  come  from.  A  third 
type  are  a  somewhat  pitiable  lot  with  only  a  typewritten  list 
and  an  order  pad  to  brandish.  Their's  is  the  best  price,  could 
they  have  an  order?  Obviously  they  are  on  commission  and 
hard  pressed.  It  has  often  occurred  to  us  that  the  time  is 
overdue  for  the  manufacturers  to  develop  an  ethical  code 
for  their  representatives  and  for  their  propaganda  methods. 
The  hospital  pharmacist  and  the  doctor  alike  prefer  to 
receive  a  man  who  really  knows  the  product  he  is  introduc- 
ing and  who  has  a  sufficiently  broad  background  to  talk 
round  the  subject  with  confidence  and  intelligence:  a  keen 
man  but  not  a  "  pusher."  Again,  pharmacist  and  doctor  both 
feel  irritated  by  the  man  who  buttonholes  the  registrars 
on  the  corridors  and  in  the  entrance  hall — especially  when 
there  is  an  established  system  for  making  appointments  for 


interviews.  Unbelievable  as  it  may  seem,  there  are  doctors 
who  are  too  polite  to  rebuff  the  representatives  who  do  this, 
even  though  they  may  be  stealing  valuable  time  from  out- 
patients who  have  already  waited  long  enough  for  their 
consultation.  If  the  leading  firms  would  set  up  a  code  that 
would  control  the  minimum  standards  of  education  and 
training  for  their  representatives,  and  rules  for  conduct  in 
making  calls,  those  participating  could  mark  their  visiting 
cards  with  an  emblem  by  which  we  would  recognise  them, 
and  so  help  to  discriminate  against  the  less  satisfactory 
callers.  That  would  raise  the  status  and  the  practice  of  repre- 
sentatives to  a  level  we  should  all  appreciate,  and  would 
strengthen  ties  of  mutual  respect  and  friendship.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

Does  there  remain  in  the  world  today,  as  yet  untapped,  a 
vast  source  of  plant  medicinals  unknown  to  western  civi- 
lisation? "The  Rivers  Ran  East,"  by  Leonard  Clark,  a 
book  of  exploration  and  worth-while  discovery  in  the 
Amazon  valley,  prompts  the  question,  for  the  author  lists 
seventy-one  drug  plants,  only  a  few  of  which  have  pre- 
viously been  reported.  Positive  scientific  identification  is 
provided  for  twenty-one  of  these  jungle-Indian  pharmaceu- 
ticals, and  Peruvian  scientists  are  at  present  investigating 
many  more  of  those  discovered.  Clark,  who  owes  his  sight 
to  effective  treatment  by  natives  of  an  infected  eye  after 
a  Peruvian  doctor  had  failed  to  improve  the  condition,  says 
that  the  brujos  (witch-doctors)  have  long  used  our  bella- 
donna, cocaine  and  quinine.  Lede  de  oje  (Ficus  anthel- 
mintica)  is  the  same  medicine  as  was  reported  by  Wood- 
roffe  in  1914  and  Gill  in  1940.  Used  against  intestinal  para- 
sites, it  is  a  violent  purgative  and  febrifuge.  Nushumbi,  a 
nut  the  Jivaros  use  to  paint  their  teeth  black,  has  in  tests 
conducted  by  the  Peruvian  army  been  found  effective  in 
preventing  decay.  A  decoction  made  from  the  leaves  of 
Ucho  sanango  and  Renaquills  and  given  orally  will  heal 
broken  bones  completely  in  eight  to  fifteen  days.  A  green 
paste  depilatory  described  by  Clark  might  have  revolution- 
ised shaving  technique  had  its  source  been  established.

Correspondence  on  "  pharmaceutical  advertisements "  in 
recent  issues  of  the  British  Medical  Journal  came  to  a  climax 
with  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  Duckworth  (secretary,  Association 
of  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry).  He  indicated  that  his 
Association  was  considering  a  recommendation  to  its  mem- 
bers on  the  use  of  standard  layout  reference  cards  to  give 
information  to  the  medical  profession  about  products.  In 
view  of  the  volume  of  literature  involved,  and  the  Dublin 
Conference  paper  on  "  keeping  up  to  date,"  the  comment 
appearing  in  the  correspondence  on  the  subject  is  illuminat- 
ing. "The  pharmaceutical  firms  want  to  reach  us;  we  could 
do  with  the  information  in  a  convenient  form  but  at  present 
we  are  unimpressed  by  their  efforts,"  writes  one  contributor. 
"  We  are,  of  course,  influenced  by  the  advertisements,  but 
mainly  irrationally:  the  presentation  of  samples,  artistic 
reproductions,  or  bits  of  blotter;  the  skilful  use  of  colour, 
typographical  variations  and  repetition  of  an  idea;  the 
appeals  to  more  subtle  personality  traits.  We  probably 
behave  (in  the  mass)  more  like  detergent-choosing  house- 
wives than  we  care  to  think.  If  it  were  not  so,  our  morning 
mail  would  be  less.  More  rational  factors  are  involved  and, 
as  a  profession,  we  would  like  to  see  them  predominate." 
The  writer  believes  that  the  more  reputable  pharmaceutical 
firms  would  share  that  view.  He  feels  that  a  card  system 
would  facilitate  a  more  scientific  collection  of  data  and 
choice  of  drugs. 
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HACKNEY  HOSPITAL'S 
NEW  PHARMACY  DEPARTMENT 

Spacious  contrast  to  former  dispensary 


ANEW  pharmacy  department  recently  opened  at  Hack- 
ney General  Hospital,  London,  E.9,  occupies  a  building 
originally  put  up  for  the  very  different  purpose  of 
Poor  Law  administration.  By  modern  standards  gaunt  and 
over  lofty,  its  transformation  into  the  modern  department 
the  pictures  show  it  to  be  was  expensive  but  essential. 

The  Requirements  Have  Changed 

The  previous  dispensary,  which  was  built  probably  in 
1882,  was  designed  for  the  internal  needs  of  a  much  smaller 
institution  (there  was  then  no  out-patient  department).  In 
its  day  the  dispensary  must  have  been  well  up  to  its  contem- 
poraries in  design  and  equipment.  To  the  last  it  had  a  style 
and  character  of  the  kind  that  are  apt  to  arouse  nostalgia 
in  pharmacists  "  of  the  old  school."  Even  the  present  Chief 
Pharmacist,  though  aware  of  its  inadequacy  for  current 
requirements — its  shortcomings  had,  indeed,  long  been  recog- 
nised by  the  hospital  authorities — confesses  that  he  gradually 
developed  an  affection  for  the  dispensary.  One  of  its  cheerful 
but  obsolete  features — mentioned  simply  to  give  the  clue  to 
its  "  period  "  personality — was  a  coal  fire. 

But  a  modern  hospital  can  have  small  place  for  sentiment 
about  tradition.  The  growth  at  Hackney  of  a  large  out- 
patient connection  (now  around  146,000  annually)  sealed 
the  doom  of  the  old  dispensary,  especially  as  today  the 
hospital  has  a  nominal  bed  capacity,  for  internal  patients, 
of  1,000  (average  daily  number  of  in-patients,  April  1,  1955, 
to  March  31,  1956:  712). 

The  spaciousness  of  the  new  department  (the  dispensary 
itself  is  80  sq.  yd.  in  area),  might  well  make  envious  many 
a  metropolitan  hospital  pharmacist.  The  apparatus  and 
equipment,  including  the  high-  and  low-pressure  autoclave 


(capacity:  eighty  j-litre  bottles,  cost:  £950);  the  combined 
hot-air  and  drying  oven,  critically  accurate  in  temperature 
control;  the  electric  homogeniser;  and  the  armouiy  of  stain- 
less steel  vessels  are  excellent.  Three  electric  convector  space- 
heaters  in  the  dispensary,  besides  being  clean,  attractive  and

compact,  are  also  economical,  for  they  can  be  switched  off 
when  not  in  use.  The  dispensary's  suspended  "  false  "  ceil- 
ing, still  lofty  but  reflecting  back  into  the  room  heat  that 
would  otherwise  be  dissipated  among  the  rafters;  the  ample 
lighting  from  enclosed  fluorescent  tubes;  and  the  pleasant 
colours  of  the  paintwork  make  the  dispensary  an  agreeable 
workplace  for  an  established  staff  of  six,  plus  ancillary 
grades. 

Elsewhere  the  extreme  height  of  the  rooms  before  the 
transformation  took  place  has  been  turned  to  account  by 
putting  a  new  floor  half-way  up,  and  creating  a  dressings 
store  reached  by  staircase  for  users  and  by  electric  hoist 
for  goods.  The  arrangement  for  handling  supplies  in  a 
ground-floor  space  having  double-doors  to  the  exterior  and 
opening  out  internally  to  stockrooms  for  drugs,  containers, 
instruments,  stationery,  medical  and  surgical  sundries,  etc., 
undoubtedly  makes  for  the  quick,  easy  and  efficient  hand- 
ling and  disposal  of  arriving  supplies  and  outgoing  empties. 


The  chief  pharmacist  (Mr.  R.  Link- 
later,  B.Sc,  F.P.S.)  and  hospital  secre- 
tary (Mr.  John  D.  B.  Manning,  O.B.E.. 
F.H.A.)  were  able  to  establish  their 
professional  viewpoint  over  the  archi- 
tect's purely  planning  outlook  and  de- 
flect what  would  otherwise  have  been 
an  inconveniently  placed,  noisy  and 
congested  gas-cylinder  store  to  a  new 
situation  which,  for  efficient  working, 
could  hardly  be  betteied.  There  is  now 
a  detached  gas  cylinder  store  just  within 
an  entrance  gate  through  which  sup- 
pliers' lorries  can  enter.  It  is  a  brick- 
built  garage-like  store  centrally  divided 
so  that  full  cylinders  can  be  unloaded 
straight  on  to  racks  on  one  side,  while 
empties  from  similar  racks  on  the  other 
may  then  be  loaded  on  to  the  lorry. 
Wherever,  in  the  Hackney  Hospital,  the 
cylinder  store  were  to  be  located,  transit 
to  some  wards  would  involve  quite 
a  journey,  for  in  ground  area  the 
Hospital  is  one  of  the  largest  in  London.  Its  size  created  a 
special  problem  which  has  been  solved  in  a  way  that  may 
appeal  to  planners  in  other  hospitals.  The  problem  was  to 
ensure  that  in  no  circumstances  could  a  cylinder,  taken  a 
long  distance  to  a  ward,  prove  to  be  other  than  full.  An 
empty  or  half-cylinder  brought  to  a  distant  ward  would 
involve  not  only  a  waste  of  effort,  but  also  a  delay  that  could 
obviously  be  serious  to  the  patient.  The  solution  has  been 
to  have  a  normal  cylinder  gauge  prepared  as  a  wall  mount- 
ing in  the  cylinder  store,  complete  with  a  chained  spanner. 
Every  cylinder,  before  being  put  on  its  trolley  for  the  ward, 
is  quickly  connected  to  the  gauge,  so  that  empty  or  only 
partly  full  cylinders  of  the  various  gases  are  at  once  shown 
up. 

The  opening  of  the  new  pharmacy  has  obviously  been  an 
event  of  importance  to  Hackney  Group,  which  comprises 
four  hospitals  and  a  physical  treatment  centre.  It  was  carried 
out  with  due  ceremony  by  the  chairman  of  the  North-east 
Metropolitan  Hospital  Board  (Sir  Graham  Rowlandson, 
M.B.E.,  LP.,  F.CA.)  in  October.  The  department  is  now 
fully  operative. 


MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


CYANIDE  POISONING 

Further  evidence  of  the  successful  treatment  of  acute 
cyanide  poisoning  by  nitrite-thiosulphate  therapy  is  pro- 
vided in  a  report  by  K.  K.  Chen  and  C.  L.  Rose  (Journal  of 
the  American  Medical  Association,  1956.  2.  1154).  Two  cases 
of  complete  recovery  are  recorded,  raising  the  number  of 
successful  clinical  treatments  by  that  method  to  forty-eight 
out  of  a  total  of  forty-nine.  In  the  first  case  a  thirty-nine- 
year-old  man  who  was  in  charge  of  a  manufacturing  process 
involving  a  chemical  reaction  in  a  tank  inhaled  hydrogen 
cyanide  gas  from  a  leaking  gasket.  His  foreman,  being  fami- 
liar with  the  management  of  cyanide  poisoning,  carried  the 
victim  to  the  open  air,  administered  amyl  nitrite  by  inhala- 
tion, and  sent  for  the  works  doctor.  All  that  took  five 
minutes.  In  another  ten  minutes  the  doctor  arrived  and  gave 
an  intravenous  injection  of  0  3  gm  of  sodium  nitrite  and 
12  5  gm.  of  sodium  thiosulphate.  In  forty  minutes  from  the 
time  of  poisoning  the  patient  regained  consciousness  and  was 
able  to  go  home.  In  the  second  case  a  forty-one-year-old 
woman,  in  an  attempt  to  rescue  a  boy  who  had  been  over- 
come by  hydrocyanic  acid  gas,  entered  a  house  that  was 
being  fumigated.  As  she  dragged  the  boy  out  she  collapsed. 
The  patient  remained  stuporous  during  the  next  five  hours. 
During  that  interval  she  received  inhalations  of  oxygen  and 
carbon  dioxide  and  of  amyl  nitrite  as  well  as  an  intravenous 
injection  of  sodium  thiosulphate.  Much  improvement  fol- 
lowed the  intravenous  injection  of  50  c.c.  of  a  1  per  cent, 
solution  of  methylene  blue.  Although  the  results  from  treat- 
ment in  that  case  were  not  as  dramatic  as  those  in  others 
the  patient  recovered  on  her  fourth  day  in  hospital. 


CORTISONE  THERAPY 

Physicians  and  their  patients  may  look  forward  to  the 
development  and  availability  of  anti-rheumatic,  anti-inflam- 
matory and  anti-allergic  hormonal  preparations  with  in- 
creased effectiveness  and  fewer  unwanted  side-effects.  In  a 
review  of  the  present  therapeutic  status  of  cortisone  and  its 
derivatives  (British  Medical  Journal,  1956.  2.  1253),  H.  F. 
Polley  says  that  already  the  stage  has  been  reached  where 
employment  of  the  several  potent  hormonal  compounds 
at  present  available  can  be  useful  and  reasonably  safe  for  a 
number  of  potentially  serious  diseases.  Knowledge  of  how 
the  hormones  work,  however,  is  still  far  from  complete  and 
benefits  must  be  weighed  against  the  disadvantages,  which 
vary  for  each  disease  and  patient  for  whom  the  hormonal 
treatment  might  be  helpful.  The  treatment  of  ulcerative 
colitis  with  local  hydrocortisone  is  described  as  useful  by 
S.  C.  Truelove  (British  Medical  Journal,  1956.  2.  1267).  A 
group  of  patients  suffering  from  mild  or  moderately  severe 
ulcerative  colitis  were  treated  by  the  introduction  of  a  solu- 
tion of  hydrocortisone  into  the  rectum  by  means  of  a  slow 
drip.  250  mgm.  of  hydrocortisone  was  dissolved  in  50  mils 
of  50  per  cent,  ethyl  alcohol  and  then  added  to  a  standard 
intravenous  infusion  bottle  containing  500  mils  of  normal 
saline.  Using  a  controllable  drip  mechanism  with  a  catheter 
for  insertion  into  the  rectum  the  method  of  administration 
was  easily  mastered  by  patients,  some  of  whom  treated 
themselves  at  home.  In  fourteen  out  of  seventeen  patients 
treated,  rapid  clinical  remission  occurred  although  the  effect 
of  the  treatment  was  not  permanent.  In  many  cases,  how- 
ever, clinical  remission  lasted  several  months. 
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SHOPFITTING 
fl  PROBLEM  ?

ANSWERS  BY 
JAMES  GRIMM 


The  opportunity  has  arisen  for  us  to  rearrange  a  coun- 
ter in  the  main  serving  area  of  the  pharmacy.  To 
do  so  will  expose  the  lower  portion  of  a  wall  to  a 
height  of  4  ft.  from  the  floor,  and  about  8  ft.  6  in. 
long.  We  would  like  to  install  along  this  section 
fixtures  suitable  for  self-service  articles.  We  should 
appreciate  suggestions. 

The  three  suggestions  illustrated  will,  I  trust,  assist  you 
with  your  problem.  I  take  it  that  you  will  still  have  exist- 
ing fittings  above  the  4-ft.  line.  If  so,  the  projection  of 
such  fittings  would  naturally  affect  the  new  fitting  below. 
The  point  is  illustrated  in  section  A.  There  are  shown 
two  banks  of  upper  trays  for  small  articles  and  for  various 
packeted  articles.  Below  are  three  open  lockers  to  take 
merchandise  of  greater  bulk.    If  desired,  the  lockers  could 
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be  concealed  behind  hinged  or  wood  sliding  doors,  as 
indicated  by  the  dotted  lines  at  the  front  edge  of  the  fitting. 
The  plan  of  fitting  shows  the  unit  illustrated  in  section  A, 
and  indicates  the  assumed  upper  existing  fittings.  Section 
B  shows  an  alternative  method.  It  largely  depends  upon  the 
type  of  article  to  be  sold  by  self-service  which  is  the 
fitting  best  fitted  for  the  purpose.  In  section  B  it  is 
assumed  that  there  are  no  fittings  above  the  4-ft.  line,  but 
only  a  mirror,  with  possibly  across  the  face  of  it  two  or 
three  lines  of  plate  glass  shelves  to  give  an  open  dressing. 
The  fitting  has  two  banks  of  shallow  upper  trays  as  in  A 
to  take  the  smaller  articles,  and  a  series  of  three  bins 
below.  The  bins  have  splayed  fronts,  to  carry  such  items  as 
sponges  or  soaps.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  void  at 
the  back  of  the  bins  which  should  not  be  too  deep,  back 
to  front,  or  they  cease  to  be  practicable.    The  object  is 


to  keep  them  fed  fairly  regularly  and  to  keep  the  merchan- 
dise always  before  the  eye  of  the  customer.  The  sloping 
vertical  front  can  be  of  plate  glass  with  a  polished  top  edge, 
but  that  usually  calls  for  rather  more  maintenance  as  the 
glass  fronts  have  to  be  cleaned  from  time  to  time.  As 
you  have  asked  for  a  unit  4  ft.  high  that  has  been  shown. 
Normally  it  is  better  if  such  fitments  are  about  3  ft.  6  in. 
or  3  ft.  3  in.  high.  You  could  still  use  a  fitting  of  that 
height  by  introducing  a  small  veneered  riser  (6  or  9  in. 
high)  above  the  top  tray  to  give  a  clean  finish  up  to  the 
4-ft.  line. 

We  are  considering  a  move  to  a  larger  shop,  and  would 
welcome  suggestions  for  fitting  it  out,  using  so  far  as  is 
possible  our  present  fixtures  and  fittings.  The  present 
premises  are  a  ground-floor  shop  with  basement  below. 
We  have  to  cater  for  an  optical  room,  not  less  than 
12  ft.  by  9  ft.,  and  a  dispensary  in  which  there  is  one 
full-time  dispenser  but  a  second  person  is  sometimes 
required  to  work.  For  our  considerable  veterinary  con- 
nection a  separate  department  is  desirable.  Our  pre- 
sent fittings  consist  of  dispensing  counter  and  screen, 
6  ft.  by  2  ft.;  shop  counter  8  ft.  2  in.  by  2  ft.;  drug  run 
10  ft.  by  10  in.;  and  showcase  10  ft.  by  2  ft.  We  enclose 
the  plans  drawn  to  scale.  The  new  premises  adjoin  a 
cinema  entrance  on  the  left  side  and  our  present  shop 
on  the  right. 

The  sketches  I  have  made  will.  I  hope,  assist  you  in  your 
problem. 

Dispensary:  It  is  assumed  that,  as  you  do  not  mention 
the  shopfront,  you  consider  it  still  suitable,  so  no  change 
has  been  made  in  that.  The  dispensary  (width  7  ft.)  is  put 
at  the  rear,  your  existing  dispensing  bench  worked  in  as 
shown,  with  additional  benches  to  make  up  the  necessary 
lengths.  I  have  assumed  that  your  present  dispensary  bench 
has  a  sink,  and  that  waste  for  it  can  be  arranged  through 
the  splayed  wall.  A  dispensing  fitting  is  shown  on  the  rear 
wall,  with  shelves  as  indicated  by  the  dotted  lines.  The 
bulkhead  is  left  exposed.  You  could,  if  you  wished,  have 
it  covered  with  a  stainless  steel  sheet  and  use  it  for  storing 
acid  bottles.  Or  you  could  erect  a  3-ft.  high  bench  above  it 
and  use  it  for  normal  dispensing.  Access  between  dispens- 
ary and  shop  is  by  a  curtained  opening. 

Shop  :  In  the  shop  itself  your  existing  showcase,  drug 
fitting  and  counter  (indicated  by  crossed  diagonals)  have 
been  reused  with  additional  new  fittings  and  counters.  In 
the  centre  of  the  shop  a  step  stand  display  fitment  is  shown, 
with  another  step  stand  unit  backing  upon  the  stairs,  which 
would  be  used  as  an  introductory  display  to  the  basement 
departments.  Though  they  are  not  shown  there  is  ample 
room  along  the  window  enclosure  for  installing  a  baby 
scale  and  adult  weighing  machine.

Basement:  Before  you  set  up  your  basement  depart- 
ments I  suggest  you  have  a  word  with  the  district  surveyor, 
as  there  are  areas  in  which  the  by-laws  require  that  base- 
ment departments  shall  have  daylight  and  fresh  air  access. 
It  is  assumed  that  you  can  overcome  such  restrictions.  The 
area  on  the  front  wall  consisting  of  two  stockrooms  dr 
offices  and  two  water  closets  has  been  left  as  before.  At 
the  rear  I  have  positioned  the  sight-testing  room  (9  ft.  by 
16  ft.  approximately).  The  access  door  directly  faces  the  foot 
of  the  stairs.  The  bulkhead  is  here  covered  with  a  bench 
3  ft.  high  with  a  showcase  above  to  a  height  of,  say,  7  ft. 
overall.  The  cream-coloured  cupboard  of  your  notes  might 
be  used,  backing  upon  the  sight-testing  dividing  screen  (as 
indicated  with  broken  rule).  The  central  area  of  the  base- 
ment is  given  over  to  the  veterinary  department,  a  series 
of  cupboards  or  open  lockers  with  wood  shelves  on  the  walls 
above.  The  locker  fittings  would  be  3  ft.  high.  Possibly 
their  tops  could  be  covered  with  plastic  veneer  or  a  plain 
coloured  lino.  The  department  is  completed  by  a  central 
display  step  stand.  Backing  upon  the  stair  balustrade  and 
existing  screenwork  is  shown  a  further  display  stand. 

/  want  a  new  front  to  my  pharmacy  and  would 
value  your  suggestions.  The  inside  of  the  pharnthcy 
is  well  planned,  but  something  drastic  will  have  to  be 
done  outside.    Cash  is  a  consideration. 

While  there  are  no  details  sent  of  your  interior  plan,  it 
is  felt  that,  if  something  of  purpose  is  to  be  made  of  the 
shopfront,  the  complete  width  of  the  premises  should  be 
used.  To  do  so  would  of  course  demand  structural  altera- 
tions. The  upper  floor  of  the  premises  would  have  to  be 
under-pinned  while  a  new  steel  joist  was  inserted  across 
the  complete  width  of  the  premises.    When  the  steel  was

in  position  the  existing  masonry,  now  forming  nearly  half 
the  width,  would  be  demolished  and  removed.  That  would 
entail  expense,  but  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  only  practical 
solution  to  the  problem.  The  adjoining  plan  and  eleva- 
tion are  based  upon  the  assumption  of  such  structural  altera- 
tion. 

Plan.  The  depth  of  the  new  shopfront,  from  building 
line  to  inside  face  of  entrance  door,  is  3  ft.  6  in.  The 
door  has  been  kept  on  the  right-hand  side  so  as  not  to 
disarrange  the  present  interior.  A  mirror  is  introduced 
above  the  stallboard  height  on  the  right-hand  lobby  return. 
The  window  is  1 1  ft.  long  and  splayed,  giving  a  depth  of 
3  ft.  on  the  left  and  reducing  to  2  ft.  on  the  right.  The 
window  may  be  divided  into  two  if  desired,  with  an  internal 
portable  division  as  indicated.  Two  pairs  of  hinged  doors 
give  access  to  the  window.  They  could  be  sliding  doors  if 
that  were  more  suitable  to  your  existing  interior  layout. 
The  lobby  floor  would  be  of  light  terrazzo.  with  inset  black 
fibre  strips.

Elevation.  Once  the  new  steel  was  in  position  the 
side  brick  piers  and  facia  would  be  made  good  and  cement- 
rendered  to  match  the  rest  of  the  building.  A  strong 
black  line  could  be  painted  along  the  top  of  the  facia 
to  divide  it  from  the  upper  part  of  the  building.  The 
upper  building  could  then  be  painted  one  colour  and  the 
shopfront  facia  and  pilasters  another.  The  name  and  the 
words  "  The  Pharmacy "  could  then  be  either  sign- 
written  on  the  facia,  or  made  up  of  lead-coated  sheet-steel, 
stove  enamelled  to  an  approved  colour.  The  shopfront 
sash  would  be  of  bronze  metal,  and  the  stall-risers  of  either 
toughened  black  glass  or  vitrolite.  The  entrance  door 
would  be  of  polished  hardwood,  fitted  with  bronze  metal 
furniture,  letter-box  plate  and  kicking  plate  at  the  bottom 
of  the  door. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  James  Grimm  (see  C.  &  D..  Octo- 
ber 20,  p.  444),  it  is  regretted  that  no  further  shopfitting 
problems  can  be  dealt  with.

Keen  competition  in  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  little  demand  and  firm  prices  for 
crude  drugs  with  scarcity  in  many  botanicals  and  essential  oils — 
those  were  the  features  of  the  year 


DULL  and  quiet  trading  conditions  in  Crude  Drugs 
and  Essential  Oils  during  1956  made  the  year's 
turnover  in  those  commodities  the  poorest  for  many 
merchants  since  the  end  of  the  second  World  War.  In  the 
home — and  more  particularly  in  the  export — markets  manu- 
facturers of  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine  Chemicals  met  with 
severe  competition  from  Continental  and  other  sources.  Sales 
turnover  in  pharmaceuticals,  however,  was  generally  main- 
tained and  even  increased  but  profit  margins  fell  since  in- 
creased production  costs,  caused  by  higher  wages,  dearer 
fuel  and  transport,  etc.,  could  not  in  many  cases  be  fully 
recouped  from  the  consumer. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  closure  of  the  Suez  Canal  to  shipping  at  the  end 
of  October  and  beginning  of  November  stimulated  sales 
of  many  spot  crude  drugs  in  a  market  which  had  been 
sluggish  all  the  year.  Continental  as  well  as  British 
manufacturers,  faced  with  the  prospect  of  a  long  wait  for 
replacements  (as  well  as  higher  prices),  decided  to  cover 
their  requirements  for  several  months  ahead — a  policy 
which  they  had  consistently  refused  to  do  since  the  days 
of  the  Korean  War. 

Commodities  of  Far  Eastern,  Indian  and  East  African 
origin  were  mainly  affected.  The  impetus  came  at  a  time 
when  the  market  was  bare  of  many  items.  New  crops  had 
been  light,  and  the  prices  asked  by  origin  were  often  con- 
sidered too  high  to  take  seriously.  In  any  event  the  mer- 
chants were  handicapped  by  the  credit  squeeze. 

World  scarcity  of  Nutmegs,  a  result  of  a  hurricane  in  the 
West  Indies  in  September  1955,  became  most  apparent 
towards  the  end  of  the  present  year.  The  value  of  spot 
material  advanced  rapidly  each  week,  and  in  one  week 
alone  the  price  rose  from  10s.  6d.  to  18s.  per  lb.  for  parcels 
of  unassorted  (the  80's  were  not  quoted  after  mid-October, 
when  all  supplies  were  cleared  at  around  6s.  6d.  per  lb.). 
Mace  followed  the  same  trend,  and  jumped  10s.  per  lb. 
in  the  space  of  a  week.  From  Jamaica  the  various  grades

of  Ginger  were  well  sought  after  for  most  of  the  time. 
By  early  December  No.  3  grade  had  reached  about  600s.  per 
cwt.  on  the  spot,  and  during  the  next  week  or  so  holders 
were  asking  up  to  750s.  per  cwt.,  against  450s.  at  the  cor- 
responding point  in  1955.  When  new  crop  offers  were  re- 
ceived in  November,  for  January-March  1957  shipment, 
they  were  higher  than  was  expected  and  continued  to  appre- 
ciate in  successive  weeks.  Cloves,  Cinnamon,  Chillies  and 
Pepper  were  among  the  Spices  affected  by  the  Middle  East 
position.  All  were  dearer  both  on  the  spot  and  forward. 
Turmeric  was  also  somewhat  dearer,  though  it  never  at- 
tained the  peak  recorded  in  1955.  The  new  crop,  when  first 
offered  for  shipment,  was  around  67s.  to  70s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f., 
against  107s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  in  the  previous  year.  Other  Suez 
"  casualties  "  were  Gum  acacia,  the  best  Kordofan  rising 
within  a  few  weeks  to  175s.  per  cwt.  from  around  138s. 
Agar  jumped  to  17s.  from  12s.  6d.  Menthol  prices  were 
at  all  times  extremely  sensitive  to  any  buying  interest, 
particularly  on  the  spot,  since  only  small  amounts  were 
held  and  the  origin  was  often  unable  to  supply.  Brazilian 
menthol  was  usually  more  difficult  to  obtain  than  the 
Chinese  but,  since  the  Chinese  is  more  favoured  in  the 
London  market,  the  occasional  shortages  were  of  little 
consequence.  The  position,  however,  was  reversed  in  De- 
cember, when  Chinese  became  almost  unobtainable  on  the 
spot,  and  with  only  re-sellers  offering  for  shipment. 
An  interesting  development  in  August  was  the  appearance 
of  offers  from  Formosa  of  menthol  at  41s.  6d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.. 
against  the  Chinese  at  45s. 

Scarce  Commodities 

Some  of  the  scarce  commodities  of  previous  years  con- 
tinued difficult  to  find  during  most  of  1956.  Among  them 
may  be  mentioned  Aloes  (both  Cape  and  Curacao),  Gen- 
tian, Lobelia  and,  to  a  lesser  extent.  Buchu.  Early  reports 
that  the  quality  and  quantity  of  many  United  States  Botani- 
cals had  been  affected  by  cold  wet  weather  proved  to  be 
correct.  The  items  included  Witch  hazel  leaves  and 
lobelia.  In  one  week  lobelia  herb  for  shipment  almost 
doubled  in  value,  but  spot  material  never  reached  the  peak 
it  did  in  1955.  Values  were  held  around  lis.  per  lb.  for 
the  American  herb,  possibly  because  good-quality  Dutch 
material  was  available  at  a  price  that  usually  discounted 
the  American  material  by  one  shilling  per  lb.  As  was  made 
clear  in  an  article  in  the  Annual  Special  Issue  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  (June  30.  p.  583),  Holland  is  mak- 
ing successful  efforts  to  increase  her  exports  of  crude  drugs. 
Among  a  wide  range  of  drugs  now  exported  by  Holland 
to  Great  Britain  are  Digitalis  leaves.  Belladonna,  and 
Valerian  root. 

There  was  a  turn-round  in  the  position  of  Liquorice 
root,  which  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  available 
from  Anatolia.  Persia.  Russia  and  China.  During  the  sum- 
mer, however,  Russia  withdrew  from  the  market  and  buying 
became  more  active.  Sales  of  Liquorice  juice  were  re- 
ported by  some  dealers  to  be  at  record  levels.  Reports  of 
a  short  crop  of  Cascara  sagrada  put  shipment  quotations 
for  the  new  crop  progressively  higher  from  August  onwards. 
For  some  of  the  time  the  more  mature  1954  and  1955  peels 
were  offered  on  the  spot  at  lower  prices  than  the  new  peel, 
but  buyers  were  slow  to  purchase  them.  Hydrastis  also 
advanced  sharply  in  July,  and  became  stable  around  26s. 
per  lb.,  against  18s.  a  year  ago.  Ergot  was  rarely  in  de- 
mand, and  there  were  no  wide-scale  price  movements.  In 
addition  to  the  Portuguese,  Polish  and  Hungarian  materials 
were  also  available  up  to  the  time  of  the  uprising.  The  year 
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was  not  a  favourable  one  for  Honey  supplies.  Crops  were 
poor  and  a  dock  strike  in  Australia  added  to  difficulties  in 
deliveries.  Among  the  Balsams,  tolu  was  generally  firm, 
while  Canada  became  unobtainable  towards  the  close  of 
the  year.  Cochineal  was  less  difficult  to  procure  than  in 
1955.  Saffron,  on  the  other  hand,  continually  appreciated 
in  value.  Papain  was  a  firm  commodity  during  most  of  the 
period  under  review,  but  there  were  signs  during  November 
and  December  that  shippers  at  origin  were  more  ready 
than  previously  to  bring  their  prices  into  line  with  bids. 

In  Aromatic  Seeds,  Anise  from  various  sources  was  too 
high  for  the  majority  of  buyers,  and  China  star  was  in  fair 
demand  in  consequence.  Now  that  Cyprian  and  Bulgarian 
are  more  reasonable  in  price,  demand  should  increase  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.  Dutch  Caraway  during  1956  showed 
little  change,  either  in  demand  or  price.  Very  little  French 
Celery  were  available  on  the  spot,  owing  to  high  prices 
at  origin,  but  Indian  was  a  small  and  steady  seller  until  the 
close  of  the  year,  when  heavy  American  buying  advanced 
the  market  for  shipment.  Moroccan  Coriander  again  priced 
itself  out  of  the  British  market,  and  most  of  the  business 
was  done  in  Rumanian  and  Polish  materials. .  Cyprus  was 
the  main  source  of  Cumin  seeds,  but  little  interest  was 
shown  in  Fennel  until  December,  when  buyers  found  them- 
selves with  small  stocks.  Demand  for  Fenugreek  was 
slightly  below  average,  probably  by  reason  of  the  high 
prices  asked  on  the  spot  and  forward.  Mustard  and  Dill 
were  quiet,  with  prices  about  stationary. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 

Rises  in  price  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals  during  the 
year  were  matched  by  the  number  of  falls.  For  almost 
all  commodities  supplies  were  easy,  two  outstanding  ex- 
ceptions being  Piperazine  and — during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year — Theobromine.  The  shortage  of  piperazine  was 
caused  by  greatly  increased  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  where  its  use  as  a  human  and  veterinary 
anthelmintic  outstripped  domestic  manufacturing  facilities. 
United  States  companies  looked  to  Europe  for  supplies  to  fill 
the  gap,  but  were  only  partially  successful  in  their  quest. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  there  was  considerable 
variation  in  the  prices  quoted  by  holders  of  theobromine, 
and  gradually  the  price  of  the  alkaloid  fell  from  28s.  6d. 
per  lb.  to  just  under  22s.  After  a  temporary  rise  and  set- 
back in  August,  a  world  shortage  developed  during  October 
which  sent  the  price  up  to  30s.  6d.  per  lb.,  at  which  level 
it  remained. 

Two  reductions  were  made  in  the  price  of  Caffeine,  the 
first  in  August  and  the  second  at  the  end  of  November. 
Higher  schedules  for  Ethyl  alcohol,  Methylated  spirits. 
Acetic  acid  and  a  wide  range  of  industrial  solvents  were 
notified  in  July.  Subsequently  Aspirin  and  Acetates  were 
correspondingly  increased. 

In  the  first  two  weeks  of  January  Zinc  oxide  rose  by 
£8  per  ton,  following  firmer  conditions  in  the  price  of  zinc 
metal.  Shortly  afterwards,  however,  as  a  result  of  announce- 
ments by  the  motor-car  trade  that  their  production  was  to 
be  curtailed,  the  metal  began  to  fall,  and  the  oxide  eased 
by  £3  per  ton  and  in  May  by  a  further  £4  per  ton.  At  that 
level  it  remained  steady  until  December  when  a  £5-per-ton 
rise  and  fall  occurred  within  a  week  of  each  other. 
Higher  ocean  freight  rates  were  responsible  for  a 
£l-per-ton  increase  in  Boric  acid  and  Borax  on 
October  1.  Stocks  of  Glycerin  were  built  up  in  most  manu- 
facturing countries,  particularly  in  the  United  States,  where 
a  proportion  of  the  amount  consumed  is  now  being  prepared 
synthetically  from  petroleum  gases.  In  an  endeavour  to  off- 
load some  of  their  stocks,  British  manufacturers  announced 
a  cut  of  £12  10s.  per  ton  in  January.  The  rate  prevailed 
until  September,  when  there  was  a  further  cut  of  £47  10s. 

An  important  event  in  the  year  for  chemical  manufac- 
turers was  the  passing  of  the  Restrictive  Trade  Practices 
Act,  which  banned  the  former  practice  of  price  fixing. 
August  saw  the  first  signs  of  confusion,  when  one  manu-

facturer  of  Iodides  reduced  his  price  while  others  took  no 
action.  Subsequently  others  quoted  below  the  figures  of 
the  first,  and  the  "  price  war  "  was  engaged.  Towards  the 
end  of  October  there  was  a  surprise  cut  of  5s.  per  kilo  in 
the  price  of  Chilean  Crude  iodine.  Iodides  were  again 
lowered,  but  by  then  some  degree  of  stability  appeared  to 
have  been  attained,  since  the  new  schedules,  though  not 
issued  simultaneously  as  previously,  were  otherwise  identi- 
cal. Potassium  iodide  was  reduced  a  further  fivepence 
per  lb.  in  December. 

Bromides  were  also  the  subject  of  strong  competition  at 
times;  and  Potassium  bromide  finished  the  year  about 
threepence  per  lb.  lower. 

In  Jarjuary  those  Tropane  alkaloids  which  are  now 
manufactured  synthetically  were  reduced  by  substantial 
amounts,  but  Hyoscine  (still  produced  from  natural  sources) 
became  dearer  and  supplies  were  tight.  Santonin  and 
Strychnine  were  inclined  to  be  weak,  with  only  spasmodic 
demand.  Imported  Quinidine,  which  is  exempted  from 
Key  Industry  Duty,  was  substantially  reduced  in  November. 
Theophytline  became  subject  to  K.I.D.  in  August,  shortly 
after  it  was  announced  that  the  drug  was  being  made  in 
England  for  the  first  time.  Four  months  later  the  price 
was  increased  by  about  1\  per  cent.  The  schedules  for 
Quinine  and  its  salts  were  ostensibly  unchanged  from  those 
ruling  in  the  past  three  years  but  competition  in  the  export 
market  was  keen  and  prices  were  usually  arranged  on  an 
individual  basis. 

Output  of  various  vitamins  was  at  a  high  level,  and 
manufacturers  were  able  to  reduce  most  of  their  prices. 
Substantial  quantities  of  vitamins  are  still  imported,  but 
plans  were  made  for  extra  production  of  Vitamin  A.  whilst 
a  new  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  Vitamin  D3  was  estab- 
lished during  the  year.  Ascorbic  acid  was  reduced  by  about 
26s.  per  kilo,  and  Aneurine  hydrochloride  by  £7  per 
kilo.  Sales  of  antibiotics  were  maintained,  and  better  con- 
ditions obtained  for  Penicillin,  which  for  some  years  had 
been  depressed  through  over-production  in  certain  coun- 
tries abroad.  The  value  of  Mercury  eased  somewhat  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  reductions  in  Mercurials  took  place  in 
April  and  August.  Ephedrine  quotations  were  fluid  for 
the  most  part  because  of  competition  from  China  and 
Pakistan.  Oe.v/ro- amphetamine  was  reduced  by  two  stages 
to  420s.  per  kilo.  By  using  the  different  species  of  rauwolfia, 
manufacturers  were  able  to  obtain  a  considerably  larger 
yield  of  Reserpine,  thus  permitting  lower  prices. 

Industrial  Chemicals 

Most  Industrial  Chemicals  were  firm  throughout  the 
year,  with  stocks  often  just  in  balance  for  the  home  mar- 
ket. There  were  the  usual  tight  spots  in  Phthalic  an- 
hydride. Titanium  dioxide  and  certain  grades  of  Naphtha- 
lene, but  they  were  less  pronounced  than  in  previous  years. 
For  some  of  the  time  Phenol  was  not  available  for  export 
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but  during  the  latter  months  small  lots  were  offering  at 
Is.  2d.  and  Is.  3d.  per  lb.,  f.o.b. 

Essential  Oils 

There  was  little  activity  in  the  essential  oil  market  during 
the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  but  the  Middle  East  crisis 
caused  the  market  to  show  considerable  firmness.  Oils  like 
Lemongrass  had  been  showing  weakness  up  to  then  be- 
cause of  an  abundant  new  crop  but  it  immediately  became 
dearer  and  held  most  of  the  premium  until  December. 
Citronella  was  a  scarce  item  for  much  of  the  time,  shippers 
in  Ceylon  having  contracted  with  Eastern  markets.  For- 
mosan-type  oil  was  the  centre  of  much  speculation.  Buyers 
in  the  United  States  (the  main  outlet  for  the  oil)  held  off 
the  market  in  June,  when  it  was  reported  that  there  was  a 
heavy  crop  in  Formosa,  Guatemala  and  Java.  The  effect 
was  reflected  in  the  c.i.f.  rate,  which  fell  from  9s.  6d.  to 
7s.  6d.  per  lb.  for  prompt  shipment  with  as  low  as  6s.  3d. 
quoted  for  December  shipment.  By  the  time  December 
arrived  shippers  were  asking  10s.  6d.  Sandalwood  (Mysore) 
gradually  lost  the  firmness  it  developed  in  1955. 

Peppermint,  like  the  other  oils  so  far  mentioned,  had  its  ups 
and  downs.  The  Chinese  oil  was  weak  on  the  spot  during 
the  firs*  quarter,  and  could  often  be  bought  at  a  discount. 
Towards  the  end  of  April  a  2s.-per-lb.  increase  brought  it 
more  into  line  with  the  replacement  value,  yet  two  weeks 
later  it  fell  by  2s.  6d.  Brazilian,  meanwhile,  followed  the 
same  pattern.  In  August,  Formosa  appeared  in  the  market 
with  offers  of  peppermint  oil  (50  to  60  per  cent,  menthol 
content)  at  the  very  low  figure  of  14s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  By  the 
end  of  September  that  price  had  hardened  somewhat,  but 
all  offers  were  subsequently  withdrawn  following  reports 
that  the  mint  crop  had  been  destroyed  by  a  typhoon  on  the 
island.  Italian  (Mitcham-type)  oil  fell  from  70s.  to 
56s.  in  June  in  anticipation  of  a  good  new  crop.  Ameri- 
can   peppermint    and    Spearmint    both    yielded  well.

Bad  weather  during  the  summer  months  cut  the  French 
Lavender  oil  yield  by  25  per  cent.  Spanish  Rosemary  was 
similarly  affected,  and  a  forecast  in  July  that  prices  would 
be  10  to  20  per  cent,  up  on  1955  was  fully  realised.  The 
scarcity  and  subsequent  high  prices  paid  for  nutmegs  was 
soon  shown  in  the  price  of  the  oil,  and  during  the  closing 
months  of  the  year  there  was  little  or  none  available. 
English  Chamomile  oil  was  also  unprocurable.  During 
April  the  import  duty  on  Lime  oil  of  foreign  origin  was 
increased  to  25  per  cent.  West  Indian  oil,  despite  its  tax 
advantage  in  the  United  Kingdom,  had  been  suffering  from 
competition  from  the  cheaper  Mexican  oil.  The  increased 
levy  was  no  doubt  imposed  by  the  Government  at  the  in- 
stigation of  West  Indian  producers  and,  though  there  was 
no  immediate  price  increase,  it  was  certain  to  come.  From 
June  onwards  the  upward  trend  began.  In  December  there 
were  reports  of  shortages,  poor  crops,  and  so  on,  with  the 
price  rising  almost  daily  at  the  time  this  report  was  pre- 
pared. Bergamot  prices  fixed  by  the  consortium  for  1956 
were  set  lower  than  previously,  mainly  in  an  endeavour 
to  attract  back  part  of  the  custom  which  had  been  lost 
in  previous  years.  The  position  had  changed  by  December, 
however,  when  the  new-crop  prices  were  awaited.  There 
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were  virtually  no  stocks,  though  some  holders,  anticipating 
higher  prices,  may  have  withdrawn.  They  were  not  dis- 
appointed, for  the  prices  fixed  for  the  coming  year  were 
12  per  cent,  up  on  1956.  Lemon  and  Orange  oils  moved 
up  and  down  within  a  limited  range,  though  Californian 
orange  jumped  substantially  in  the  autumn.  Palmarosa 
provided  a  firm  market  for  most  of  the  time.  Brazilian 
Bois  de  rose  slumped  as  Peruvian  oil  came  on  offer  at 
much  lower  prices.  To  overcome  that  opposition,  Brazilian 
dealers  were  credited  with  having  bought  up  all  the  spare 
Peruvian  oil.  so  as  to  be  again  in  a  position  to  dictate 
prices.  Substitution  of  the  oil  was  feared  by  British  and 
American  importers  and  the  present  position  remains 
obscure. 

During  the  period  Bourbon  Geranium  became  firmer, 
finishing  10s.  per  lb.  higher  at  97s.  6d.;  on  the  other  hand 
Penang  Patchouli  fell  from  48s.  6d.  to  35s.  English-distilled 
Clove  bud  was  fairly  steady,  though  a  slight  increase  was 
made  as  the  price  of  cloves  began  to  appreciate  in 
December. 

Expressed  and  other  Oils 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  exceptionally  cold 
weather  harmed  the  trees  in  the  OLiVE-growing  districts  in 
France,  Italy  and  Spain,  but  it  appears  that  the  crop  devel- 
oped normally  in  some  parts.  A  report  in  October  on  the 
new-crop  prospects  said  that  Spain  expected  an  average 
crop  and  Italy  a  small  one  The  price  rose  to  37s.  6d.  in 
March,  but  subsequently  fell  to  32s.  6d.  Of  all  the  expressed 
oils  Castor  was  in  1956  subject  to  the  most  violent  fluctua- 
tions. At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  minimum  2-ton-lot 
rate  was  £139  per  ton.  By  the  autumn  India  was  short  of 
supplies  of  both  oil  and  castor  seeds  and,  as  the  British 
price  structure  closely  follows  the  Indian  market,  a  firmer 
trend  started  with  a  £2-per-ton  rise  in  mid-October,  bringing 
it  to  £148.  Thereafter,  international  unsettlement  during 
November  forced  quotations  to  £185,  and  at  the  beginning 
of  December  the  price  of  the  oil  was  nominal  at  £218. 
Almond  oil  advanced  3s.  per  lb.  to  14s.  in  March;  during 
the  year  it  lost  about  one  shilling  when  foreign  oil  was 
imported  at  between  8s.  and  10s.  per  lb.  Later,  foreign  oil 
went  above  the  home  price.  Output  of  Norwegian  Cod- 
liver  oil  was  greater  than  in  the  previous  two  seasons, 
being  10  per  cent,  up  on  1955.  Prices  remained  steady 
throughout. 

Paraffin  oil  was  raised  £3  10s.  per  ton  to  wholesale  dis- 
tributors in  December.  At  the  same  time  soft  paraffins  rose 
by  about  £2  5s.  per  ton.
